The Islanders Have Tactics of Their 
Own and Are Constantly Spring- 
ing Surprises Upon the Men ~ 
in General Otis’s 
Ranks. 


New York, March 2.—<A dispatch to The 
Herald from Manila, Tuesday, says: 

The gunboat LaGuna de Bay attacked 
the insurgents at Bulacan. Three Ameri- 
cans were wounded. 

MacArthur's division has crossed the 
‘Marilao river and is advancing northward. 

The insurgents attacked the Americans 
‘Jast evening at Marilao, but were repulsed 


with severe loss. Our loss was five killed 


and fourteen wounded. 
Gave Back Inch by Inch. 

Manila, March 27.—General MacArthur's 
division spent the night and morning at 
Meycauayan, the next station beyond Polo. 
After reconnoitering his front, he pushed 
along the railroad this afternoon toward 
Malolos. 

If the statement of the §thirty- 
five prisoners captured today is true, the 
main body of the enemy has retreated to 
Malolos. But there are no more trenches 
to encounter, although over thirty villages, 
including the larger settlements of Bulacan 
an@ Gudguinto, intervene. 

At every railroad station circulars 
bave been posted signed by the Fili- 
pyino commander-in-chief, Antonio 
Luna, ordering all spies and bearers 
of news to the enemy to be shot with- 
out trial and instructing that all loot- 
ers and ravishers be treated in the 
same manner. Further, all towns 
abandoned by the Filipino Troops are 
first to be burned. | 


While deploring the existence of war, 
the circular maintains the undeniable right 
of the Filipinos to defend their homes, 
lives and lands against “would-be domina- 
tors who would kill them, their wives and 
children,”” adding that this motive ought 
to impel all Filipinos to sacrifice every- 
thing. 

The shelling of Paranaque was not pre- 
meditated. The turret ship Monadnock 
anchored off the town and the insurgents, 
emboldened by the long silence of the war- 
. Ships on guard duty, opened fire on her 
With muskets, with the result that one man

was killed and three were wounded. The 


Monadnock then destroyed half the.town, 
including the church. 

The Washington regiment had an ex- 
citing experience, and displayed much gal- 
lantry. The soldiers found a band of in- 
surgents concealed in a stone house, over 
ewhich the French flag was flying. A pri- 
vate volunteered to set fire to the build- 
ing. He did so, and the troops approached 
when it was burning, and the Filipinos had 
apparently fied. 

But they were greeted’ with a volley 
from the balcony of the house, result- 
ing in the building being cleared of 
the enemy in short order. 

A thousand Filipinos, composing the rear 
guard of the rebel army which is retreat- 
ing on Malolos, Aguinaldo’s headquarters, 
made a stand today in some strong in- 
trenchments about “Marilao, across the 
Marilao river. ' 


In the engagement six Americans 
were killed, including three officers, 
and forty were wounded. 

The American forces advanced from 

Meycauayan, the brigade commanded by 
General | n Gray Otis being on the 
left of ‘railroad and General Hale’s on 
the right. They eventually discerned white 
roofs and steeples among the green trees 
beyond the rivér, looking not uhlike a 
- Massachusetts village. 
The rebels had an unfordable river 
_ fu front of them and they poured in a 
" fire so effective that showed that they 
were veterans, probably members of 
the native militia which the Spaniards 
"The American artillery put a dramatic 
end to the battle. Approaching under cov- 
er of

of the Kansas regiment, swam across 
the river to the left of the railroad 
bridge and captured eighty prisoners 
with all their arms. The Pennsylva- 
nia regiment captured forty prisoners. 

By this time the right of the Filipinos 
was demoralized. 

The Americans refrained from burning 
the town, and are resting there tonight. 
General Otis’s brigade is crossing the 
frame-work bridge, General Hale’s brigade 
remaining on the south bank of the river. 

The United States Phillppine commission 
proposes to issue a proclammation imme- 
diately after the rebel governent at Malo- 
los is dispersed, believing that the most 
effective movement to secure the allegiance 
of the natives will be after they have re- 
ceived an objct lesson of American power. 


FOLLOWING TROOP’S MOVEMENT. 


Otis’s Messages Are Carefully Studied 
at the War Department. 
Washington, March 27.—The third day of 
the fighting north of Manila. brought little 
of a decisive character on which war de- 
partment officials could judge what the final 
nutcome of this movement would be. In 
all ‘officiay quarters the most intense in- 
terest. prevailed, but there was fro ex- 
citement and none of that anxiety and 
tension shown during the memorable days 
of last summer when the decisive Llows 

were being struck at Santiago. 

Early in the day General Otis cabled the 
war department a brief but comprehensive 
dispatch, summing up the situation. It 
disclosed that severe fighting was going on 
today with our forces advanced as far 
north as Marilao, while the insurgents, un- 
der the command of Aguinaldo, were being 
driven back with considerable slaughter. 
This and the press dispatches satisfied the 
officials that the strategic novement of en- 
trapping the Insurgents between cur lines 
had not proved as successful as cesigned 
and that the move had now shif*ed to a re- 
treat by Aguinaldo’s forces and a pursuit 
by our troops. The insurgent retreat to- 
ward Malolos was slow and dogged end 
advantage was taken of one after another 
of lines of intrenchments, the burning of 
bridges and the interrupting of «ommuni- 
cations. General Otis’s dispatch, although 
received early today, was sent Monday 
evening. Manila time, and summed up the 
work of the three days. That the fighting 
would proceed into the fourth day was 
shown by his closing séntence: | 
“The column will press on in _the morn- 
ing.” 

This refers to Tuesday. 

The engagement has now shaped itself ‘so 
that it is looked upon as more of a chase 
than the execution of a strategic muve ment. 
With the American base advanzed to Mari-, 
lao, and the insurgent base forced back to 
Malolos, the main Lodies of wzhe two o»n- 
posing forces are about ten or twelve miles 
apart. This could be quickly covered in a 
forced march under fair conditions, but it 
is twelve miles of innumerable difficulties 


and obstacles which our troops must cover: 


before they reach the insurgent stronghold. 
It is expected that the engineers with Mac- 
Arthur are hastily repairing the burned 
bridges. This wil] permit the artillery to 
Le taken forward, as well as the infantry 
columns, It is expected that every mile of 
the distance to Malolos wil] be contested 
by the insurgents, for General Otis reports 
that it is a streteh of country covered with 
the intrenchments thrown up during the 
last three months. Our men, therefore, 
must advance slowly, repairing the reads 
as they go, and at the same time they 
must fight their way through well-made 
rebel intrenchments. Gerious as the work 
is. there is no lack of confidence among 
officials here as to the satisfactory out- 
come of the campaign. Malolos is the in- 
surgent capital, where the assembly has 
beén sitting and the insurgent government 
has. beem in operation. It represents more 
to the insurgents than any other place in 
the Philippines, and little doubt is enter- 
tained that they will make a desperate 
stand there, 

The tactics of Aguinalde are taking him 
gradually beyond the range of Admiral 
Dewey’s guns, While the insurgents were 
at MalabLon on Saturday they were within 
a mile of the water front ‘and easily within 
range of the fleet. But as. they have moved 
northward they have gradually moved 
away from the bay. Malolos is about seven 
miles back from the bay, although there are 
shallow estuaries which would permit the 
light draught boats to get within a mile 
or two. 

The duration of the battle is beginning 
to attract the attention of army strategists, 
as it is a very important element in de- 
termining the strength of the men, the sup- 
plies of ammunition, the stores, and the 
spirit of the army. The first blow was 
struck Lefore daybreak last Saturday and 
the fighting continued™af{i that dav, again 
on Sunday and now on Monday. ‘The re- 
ports show little Right fighting e~cept in 
repulsing an insurgent attack Saturday 
night. With today the fighting had lasted 
seventy-two hours. 

Judged by the standards of great battles. 
such as Waterloo, Plevna and others men- 
tioned by army authorities, chis is a long 
and intensely arduous engagement. I:ut the 
fighting about Manila fs quite different from 
the standards of civifized armies. as it is 
a running brush conflict with oniy occa- 
sional issues between organized badies of 
troops. Some of the battles of the civil 
war lasted many days, notadly the bettle 
of the wilderness and the fighting around 
Richmond. In speaking of ‘he element of 
endurance, General Sternbure said tcéay 
that he had gone for seren dava in the 
pee gpa” moray around Richmond with- 
out renewing the supplies or 
before the fighting began. ee ese 

The main question in these long-conitinued 


“fights is to have all supplies. stores, etc., 


kept abreast of the fighting forse so that 
there may be no exhaustion. In this ‘re- 
spect all the reports of the izhting above 
Manila are most gratifying to tre agthori- 
ties here, in showing fhat the quratermas- 
ter, commissary, medicat and signa} stores 
are well up with our fighting lines. The 
belief is <¢xpressed at the war department 
that the Filipinos are manafacturing the

SENATOR FEELS TOO BADLY TO 
LEAVE FLORIDA. 


Some of His Followers Are Expected 

, To Leave Him at an Early 

Day. 

Harrisburg, Pa., March 27.—There are ru- 
mors here tonight that a conference of 
Senator Quay’s friends throughout the 
state will be held at the executive mansion 
on Wednesday to discuss the senatorial 
contest. 

The story is that Mr. Quay has notified 
his friends that he is feeling too badly to 
leave Florida at this time, and that he 
will leave his candidacy entirely in their 
hands, 

Senator C, L. Magee, of Allegheny, and 
his followers who have been voting for 
Mr. Quay since the beginning of the dead- 
lock are expected to break away inside of 
ten days, and this is assigned as the most 
potent reason for the conference. 

The anti-Quay republicans are expected 
to concentrate on a candidate tomorrow or 
Wednesday to show their full strength. 
They have hitherto divided their votes 
among a dozen different men. _ =;

SENATOR MARTIN IS RETICENT 


When Asked About the Conference in 
May. 
Richmond, Va., March 27.—(Special.)—The 


call by over tifty of the Jeading democrats 


of Virginia for a convention here in May 
to consider methods whereby the people 
may have a voice in the selection of United 
States senators is creating more comment 
than anything which has arisen in Virginia 
in some time. The fact that among the 
signers are several warm supporters of 
Senator Martin, at whom this movement is 
generaily believed to be aimed, creates 
much surprise. Senator Martin, who ar- 
rived here tonight, declined to «liscuss the 
matter at all. One of his managers said: 

“We will do nothing in opposition to 
the movement. I think Senator Martin 
wvuuld not oppose the conference were it 
not that he cannot now afford to have 
the advoeates of such a movement say he 
has been whipped into line. You know, he 
and his friends, as well as Senator Daniel, 
opposed a senatorial primary at the Roan- 
oke convention. I do not think Senator 
Martin has changed his mind, but we.are 
taking no steps to oppose. the conference.”’ 

Although Governor Tyler is not 
taking any part in politics, and did 
not sign thé call, he indorses it. The gov- 
ernor has been considered a possible candi- 
date against Mr. Martin, and should the 
conference put up a man, he and Attorney 
General Montague are talked of as among 
those whose names may be considered. The 
governor disclaims any aspirations in this 
line. Mr. Martin and his friends do not 
think this move will affect his re-election. 


HARVEY QUITS. THE COMMITTEE 


General Manager Wanted an Aggres- 
sive Policy at Once. 

Chicago, March 27.—W. H. ‘“Coin’’ Har- 
vey has resigned as general manager of the 
ways and means committee of the demo- 
cratic national committee, end Samuel B. 
Cook, of Missouri, has been appointed in 
his place. 

Mr. Cook has been in practical charge of 
the office for some time, while Mr. Har- 
vey has been in the field. 

Mr. Harvey gives as the cause of his 
resignation that he could not get the com- 
mittee to agree on what he thought was 
@ practical and business-like and aggres- 
sive policy. He expressed an earnest d=- 
sire for the success of the work of the 
wavs and, means committee and the prin- 
ciples of the Chicago platform, but further 
than this refused to make any state- 
ment. 


BRYAN COMPLIMENTS HARVEY. 


Nebraskan Does Not Know Why the 


Silver Man Resigned. 

Little Rock, Ark., March 27.—Hon. Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan was this evening 
shown the Associated Press telegram re- 
lating to the resignation of W. H. Harvey. 
He said: 

‘Mr. Harvey has been very efficient and 
has, through his speeches and writings, 
contributed largely to the growth of bi- 
metallic sentiment. Mr. Cook is one of 
the original silver men of Missouri and 
the work of the committee will not suffer 
in his hands. I believe Mr. Harvey’s plan 
of collecting money for educational pur- 
poses is a feasible one and that the people 
who believe in the restoration of bimetal- 
lism, ought to contribute to carry on the 
fight. The financiers have contributed 
largely to circulate gold standard litera- 
ture. 

“I know nothing of Mr. Harvey’s reasons 
for resigning further than your telegram 
states.,’’ 


Bryan Speaks at Little Rock. 

Little Rock, Ark., March 27.—Hon. W. J. 
Bryan was the guest of the Arkansas 
legislature today. He arrived from Hot 
Springs at 9 o’clock, and at 10:45 o'clock 
visited the capitol, making brief talks in 
both branches of the legislature.

Damage Done at Pineville, Salisbury 
and Other Points. 

Charlotte, N. C., March 27.—(Special.)— 
Severe thunder storms last night and this 
morning approached the velocity of cy- 
clones at several points in this section and 
did great damage. The entire upper part 
of the Dover cotion mill at Pineville was 
blown off. 

The Reformed Presbyterian church at 
Bessemer was blown from its foundations, 
and the Southern cotton mill at the same 
place had its roof partially blown off, and 
several operatives’ houses were destroyed. 
Numerous barns and buildings were struck 
by lightning and burned. 

This morning the Salisbury knitting mill 
was set on fire and partially burned by a 
stroke of lightning. Whole acres of timber 
were blown down in the path of the storm.

Civil Officers Instead of Military in 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 

Washington, Macch 27.—One of the mat- 
ters which will be brought to the atten- 
tion of the president early after his return 
will be the proposition to supplant the mili- 
tary with civil officers in Cuba and Forto 
Rico, so far as practicable. 

The civil officers selected will be subject 
to the military authority, which must be 
supreme for the present, as it igs the only 
method by which the government of the 
islands can be maintained. 

What is desired and what has. been un- 
der consideration by officers of the admin- 
istration is to have civil officers selected 
who will come in contact with the people 
of the islands. Military methods, while 
best for the management of the army, are 
not always found suitable in dealing with 
the people. 


SULTAN RECEIVES STRAUS 


UNITED STATES MINISTER CALLS 
ON TURKISH RULER. 


Americar. Excursionists Are Remem- 
bered by the Orien- 
tal 


Constantinople, March 27.—Oscar Straus, 
the United States minister, was received in 
private audience by the sultan on Friday 
after the ceremony of the selamlik. He 
Was accompanied by Mr. Drake, a relative 
of Colonel John Hay, United States secre- 
tary of state, whom he presented to his 
majesty. 

The sultan requested Mr. Straus to con- 
vey his salutation to the secretary of state, 
and addressing Mr. Drake, he declared 
that he held the American minister per- 
sonally in the highest esteem, adding that 
he appreciated the impartial and energetic 
manner in which the minister was carry- 
ing on the negotiations he had in hand 
and that America’s representative had the 
g0od will of all Turkish Officials, 

Later in the conversation, his majesty 
expressed the hope that alj questions 
pending between the Turkish empire and 
the United States would soon be ad- 
justed. 

Before the Hamburg-American liner Au- 
guste Victoria left yesterday for the Pi- 
raeus with her party of American excur- 
Sionists, an aid de camp of the sultan car- 
tied on board a large quantity of delicious 
confections and cigarettes—a present from 
the suitan. The tourists addressed a letter 
to Mr. Straus expressing their gratitude 
for the extremely cordial receplion they 
had received and requesting him to convey 
their thanks to his majesty. Mr. Straus 
forwarded to Yildiz Kiosk, the sultan’s 
palace, a memorandum to that effect. bear- 
ing several hundred signatures.

NEGRO MINERS OPEN FIRE‘ON 
WHITE WOREMEN. 


Sheriff from Birmingham Hurries 
to the Scene with a Large 
Posse. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 27.—Negro min- 
ers made an attack on the camp of the 
whites at Dolomite, about twelve miles 
from here shortly after midnight. 

The white men returned the fire and sev- 
eral of the negroes were wounded. Re-en- 
forcements have been sent to the deputy 
sheriffs who are trying to preserve order, 
and Shertff O’Brien has just left with an- 
other strong posse. 

Negro soldiers recently mustered out are 
inciting the blacks. A race war is threat- 
ened. 

One of the négroes was seriously injured. 
Sixteen of the ringleaders are in the hands 
of officers and a strong cordon of deputies 
is patrolling the camps. 


DEAD NUMBERS THIRTY-TWO. 


Fragments of Three Bodies Recovered 
from the Windsor Ruins. 

New York, March 27.—The fragments cf 
three bodies found in. the Windsor hotel 
ruins today and taken to the morgue have 
been numbered “Body, No. 19, body No. 20, 
body No. 21.” 

It is impossible to give a description of 
the bodies, each box containing merely a 
mixture of charred bones, blackened and 
shriveled flesh and dirt. The total dead 
now is thirty-two, the identified numbering 
eleven and the unknown dead twenty-one. 
The list of missing is still very large, num- 
bering about forty, buf most o®.the in- 
jured have recovered and have been dis- 
charged from the hospitals. 


WANTS TAX ON CORPORATIONS. 


Roosevelt Sends a Message to the New

Albany, N. Y., March 27.—Governor

chises held by corporations and to report to 
the next legislature. 


IMAGINED HIMSELF THE POPE. 


Bishop James Duggan Dies in St. Vin- 
cent’s Insane Asylum. 

St. Louis, March 27.—Bishop James Dug- 
St. Vincent’s insane 
asylum, where he had been a patient for 
twenty-eight years. He was seventy-four 
years old. 

The bishop’s intellect became clouded in 
1870, and it was found necessary to provide 
for him at the asylum. One of his delu- 
sions was that he was the pope. At in- 
tervals he appeared to be entirely rational. 


At such times he would pore over eccle- 


siastical volumes and recount Incidents of 
his life. . 

Fifty years ago Bishop Duggan was the 
coadjutor and friend of Archbishop Ken- 
drick, who looked upon him as his suc- 
cessor, but he.was afterwards removed to 
Chicago. 

Up tothe time of his death he was al- 
Ways permitted to retain the garb of a 


bishop. 


WERE MARRIED ON FIRST SIGHT 


Wealthy Widow Weds Attorney With- 
in Short Time After First Meeting. 
Seattle, Wash., March 27.—A romantic 
marriage’ was celebrated here last night, 
the chief actors in which were Mrs. Irma 
Knight, a wealthy widow, formerly of 
Galveston, Tex., and later of Wood City, 
Cal., and J. C. Dupree, a lawyer, of this, 

city. 

They met for the first time about twelve 
hours before the ceremony, when Mrs. 
Knight arrived from San Francisco. 

Dupree had handied Mrs. Knight's legal 
business in this city, and they became en- 
gaged by mail, agreeing to marry if they 
were satisfied with each other’s personal 
appearance when they met. Both are 
middle-aged. 


NOT HELD FOR BADGER GAME.

GOLD OUTPUT WILL BE HEAVY. 


Miners Back from Klondike Tell of 
Fabulous Finds. 

Seattie, Wash., March 27.—H. Miller and 
Thomas Scott, who arrived today from 
Dawson, report a great deal of gold com- 
ing into Dawson from the various creeks, 
indicating that this will be the greatest 
gold year the Klondike has ever seen. They 
estimate the yield at $15,000,000. 

Gold Run creek and the French gulch 
Bench claims are yielding well. Some pans 
yield as high as $175. One claim on French 
gulch has turned out $70,000. 

“Bull quartz’ has been found on the 
Fisher gold hill cleaim near Dawson. A 
nugget weighing seven pounds was dug 
up. It contained about $200 in gold. The 
discovery is regarded as further proof of 
the quartz orfgin of Klondike gold, and it 
has revived the search for the mother lode. 

Advices from the Porcupine district say 
that gravel on Alder creek is turning out 
$40 per day for every man at work. 


SIX PERSONS ARE MISSING. 


Fire in Chicago Building Results in 
Loss of ‘“uife. 

Chicago, March 27.—Fire destroyed the 
Armour curled hair and felt works, Thirty- 
first place and Benson street, tonight, 
causing a property loss of nearly $400,000, 
injured eleven employees, one fatally, and 
endangered the lives of 400 others, who 
rushed to escape through the blinding 
smoke. 

Employees on thé floor on which the fire 
started said that a nail which caught in a 
‘picker’? caused friction, igniting the in- 
flammable material with, which the ma- 
chines were fed, Flames spread to tables 
of curled hair and in three minutes the 
entire floor was dense with blinding black 
smoke. Men and women left their posts.in 
frantic rushes to the exits. Many ran to 
windows and descended by the fire escapes, 
but. most groped through the gmoke to the 
first floor and out the corner entrance. 

Jeremiah Steele was bending ever his 
carding machine when the blaze broke out. 
Stifled by the smoke he staggered to a 
window, swung over the sill and hung by 
his finger tips. Meanwhile ‘firemen 
stretched a net and shouted to Steele to 
drop. He did so, but crashed to the stone 
sidewalk. ; 

The loss is total. The insurance ts $300,000. 
. Late tonight it was found that six people 
who were in the building when the fire 
broke out were missing, and while itis not 
thought all of them are dead, it Is probable 
that the majority of them perished. The 
names of the missing follows: James 
Flannigan, William Gillson, Ella Hennil- 
weight, Thomas Mitchell, Dennis Sheehan 
and John White. 


IN HURRY FOR. LOCOMOTIVES. 


Baldwin Works Must.Turn Out Eng- 
lish Order in Four Months. 

London, March 27.—The order for twenty 
locomotives given by the Great Northern 
Railway Company to the Baldwin com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, is causing much 
comment in engineering and official circles 
here. ’ 

The contract stipulates the delivery of 
the locomotives in four months ard it 
seems that the British manufacturers 
needed eighteen months to do the work. 

BE. J. Fvatts,

is now in the United States with other 
English railroad men studying the Ameri- 
can automatic coupling system, writes that 
he is surprised at the great capacity of 
the American works.

May Increase Duty on Tobacco. 

London, March 27.—The tobacto manu- 
facturers are evidently convinced that the 
chancellor of the exchequer, Sir Michael 
Hicks=Beach, intends to meet the deficit 
by increasing the duty on tobacco. At 
Liverpool, the center of the trade, last 
week’s delivery of unmanufactured tobac- 
co from bond totaled 1,391,807 pounds, this 
transaction constituting a record.

Lima, Peru, via Galveston; Tex., March 
27—Advices from Bolivia say that an en- 
counter is imminent between the govern- 
ment troops under President Alonzo and 
the federalists, or insurgents.. The fight- 
ing will probably take place between Oruro, 
where the government reserves are sta- 
tioned, and Coracolla, about sixty miles 
northwest of Oruro.

Declaration Denying Assertion Made Dur- 
Ing Late War Is Issued. 


ALL CLAIM TD BE LOYAL CITIZENS 


Immigrants from Germany Are Dev 
clared To Be Among the Best 
Americans and To Have Led 
the Way in All Lines 
of Life. 


Chicago, March 27.—The Auditorium wai 
filled this evening with German-Americans 
called together to protest against an Anglo- 
American alliance and the alleged falge as- 
sertions made against Germany in connec- 
tion with the recent Spanish-Amotican 
War. 

Ex-Cohgressman William Voike presided 
and delivered the opening address. The 
meeting was a very enthusiastic one and 
the following declaration Was unanimously 
adopted: ~\ 

“With profoundest indignation we 
have noticed the persistent efforts of 
Fnglish-American newspapers not on- 
ly to incite among our people vicious 
prejudices against Germany and to 
cefame the character of the German- 
Americans, but also to drag the United 
States into an alliance with England. 

‘As loyal citizens. of this republic, it is 
our right, as well as our duty, to resist 
these wicked practices with all due firm- 
ness. : 

“The immigrants from Germany have 
brought with them to this land achieve- 
ments of a civilization as high as it is 
oid. Upon every field of the intellectual 
Hfe of our nation, ‘as well as tn commerce, 
industry and agriculture, ;*their efforts 
have redounded to the weal of our people 
and in peace as well as in war they have 
at all times faithfully fulfilled their duty. 
No part of the American people has done 
more for the cultivation of music, so- 
ciability, the arts the sciences, the 
churches and the schools, than the Ger- 
mans, As good citizens of this country 
we chéerfully hand over the achievements 
of German culture to our youthful Amer- 
ican people still in a state of development. 

‘“‘We emphatically object, therefore, 
to the attempt to stamp our people as 
Anglo-Saxons and to make it subser- 
vient to English guile. Not England, 
but the whole of Europe, is the mother 
country of the white inhabitants of 
the United States. . 

“‘We demand that not only friendly rela- 
tions be maintained with Germany, that 
has been a faithful friend of our people for 
more than 120 years, but that peace and 
harmony be cultivated with all nations, and 
we will therefore, true to the wise counsel 
of George Washington, at all times firmly 
Oppose the formation of entangling alli- 
ances with England as well as with anj7 
Other country, whereby our country may 
be involved in unnecessary war. 

“We denounce the defamers who 
have noi only instigated public iil will 
against Germany, but who have by 
their gross slanders also sown the 
seeds of discord among our own people, 
end we solemnly protest against pro- 
posed alliance with England. 

“We further deciare that with all lawful 
means at our disposal, especially in politl- 
cal campaigns, we will at all times strenu- 
ously oppose al! those who favor the wicked 
attacks made upon friendly nations and 
who labor to entangle our country in an 
alliance with England. We call upon the 
committee that has had in charge arrange- 
ments for these meetings to invite all Ger- 
man-American churehes, societies and or- 
ders in this city to send a delegate to a 
convention to be held at an early date for 
the purpose of forming a permanent or- 
ganization that the German citizens may 
be called to action whenever it shall be- 
come necessary to protect the blessing of 
our American institution against wicked 
and wily politicians. 

‘“‘We ‘call upon .the committee to send 
copies of these declarations to the president 
of the United States, to his secretaries and 
the senators and representatives in con- 
gress.”’

New York, March 27.—The 
Crook, which left Santiago March 23d, is 
due at this port tomorrow, and the quar- 


termaster’s department is busy preparing 


for her reception. The dead that are ident- 
ifie’ will be given to the relatives or 


friends of the deceased. Those who are 
not identified will be interred in Arlington 
cemetery, near Washington. 

The Crook was sent to Porto Rico and 
Cuba to bring back the bodies of the sol- 
diers who died during the campaigm The 
removal was undertaken at the expense 
of the government. There are 1,300 dead 
to be brought back, and as soon as the 
Crook is unloaded she will return to San- 
tiago to bring back the remaining.

WORKING TO HOLD POSITIONS. 


Judges and Solicitors in Tennessee 
Are Uneasy. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 27.—(Special.)— 
The committee on judiciary reform today 
introduced the general bill to divide the 
state into judicial circuits and chancery 
divisions. The bill is to take «effect the 
first day of August, 1902, for the purpose 
of electing judges for the several judicial 
circuits, chancery divisions and criminal 
courts, but in all other respects is to take 
effect on the first day of Septemntber, 1902, 
at which time the terms ofthe judges, 
chancellors and attorneys general under 
the bill are to begin. The bill provides 
for fourteen judicial circuits, ten chancery 
divisions and special criminal courts in 
Davidson and Shelby counties. 

It was expected that the senate would 
today pass the single shot reform bDlis, 
abolishing several judges and attorneys 
general, but the measures were not taken 
up. Powerful lobby appeared on the scene 
this morning in the person of a number of 
judges and attorneys general about to be 
legislated out of office and friends of other 
involved. Among those here are Judge 
John M. Taylor, of the criminal court of 
the eleventh judicial circuit, who thought 
he was a candidate for governor last year; 
Judge W. L. Grisby, of the nineteenth 
judicial circuit; Judge S. A. Rogers, third 
circuit; Judge Tyler, of Clarksville; Attor- 
ney General Blake Leech, nineteenth cir- 
cuit. Political influences are being brought 
to bear on members, and the result is so 
much in doubt that the friends and oppo- 
nents of the bill were both glad to adjourn 
today without taking them up. 

The committee which drafted these bills 
involved is composed of seven democrats, 
who spent nearly two months investigating 
and then reported that the courts involved 
were unnecessary an@ could be dispensed

PINKERTON DETECTIVE AT WORK ON CASE 


Footpad Theory Not Believed by the 
People and Rumors Are Rife—The 
Town Topics’ Article. 


Charleston, 8. C., March 27.—(Special.)— 
As an aftermath to the Pinckney killing, 
which in itself has kept Charleston in a 
continual stir for a month, Town Topics 
last week printed a story from this city 
which has caused the wildest kind of a 
sensation. The story is stamped with that 
venomous style characteristic of the publi- 
cation. The details of the murder of Mr. 
Pinckney are given briefly, but the writer 
took a side route to strike one of the most 
prominent families in Charleston and a 
family in no way connected with the facts 
incident to the killing. The publication has 
get high society in a terrible excited strain. 

It fs said in Charleston tonight that the 
grand jury, which ts trying to solve the 
mystery surrounding the death of Mr. 
Pinckney, will bring in a presentment this 
week calculated to cause the biggest sen- 
sation known in this city in years. When 
the coroner’s jury, after working for more 
than a week on the case, returned a verdict 
that Mr, Pinckney was killea by parties 
unknown the public absolutely refused to 
accept any such finish. The theory that 
the young man was killed by footpads is 
not believed here by nine-tenths of the 
people, and in fact the grand jury is grad- 
valiy gathering evidence to knock this 
footpad idea into flinders. The jury will 
probably get through with its work this 
week, There is a determination among the 
members to stick to the investigation until 
some solution of the mystery is found. 
The jury doés not want to work for weeks 
and then admit its inability to clear the 
case after censuring the coroner’s jury for 
having done so. 

The latest bit of gossip has been caused 
by the efforts of the grand jury to learn 
further facts about the time Mr. Benjamin 
Campbell Batewell, of Pittsburg, arrived in 
Charleston. Mr. Batewell was engaged to 
Miss Elizabeth Bardin, the young lady on 
whom Mr. Pinckney was celling the night 
he was shot. The shooting occurred at 
midnight Saturday and according to Mr. 
Batewell’s statement he reached Charleston 
Sunday morning eight hours after the 
shooting. Batewell testified as to the time 
of his arrivai to the coroner. A late report 
has been circulated that a lady of this city 
Came in on the same train from the north 
with Mr. Batewell Saturday morning. This 
made the grand jury try to ascertain the 
facts and witnesses have been examined 
on this line. Just what their evidence was, 
however, cannot be learned from the grand 
jury. 

Mayor Smyth has employed the services 
of a Pinkerton detective to work on the 
case, The chief of police and his force 
have been unable to find a single clew. 
This has made + great deal of talk and it 
has even been said that the police were 
held back and not allowed to make any 
KInd of an investigation. This, however, 
was vigorously denied. But the fact re- 
mains that the local force admitted it was 
helpless in the matter and the mayor sent 
for one of the Pinkerton agents. A strange 
fact, however, is that the detective, whom 
nobody has seen, is not working along 
with the grand jury. He is pursuing dif- 
ferent lines altogether. 

A member of the grand jury said today 
that the footpad theory has been entirely 
eliminated from the course which the in- 
vestigation is now taking. The jury is no 
longer considering that theory, but is work- 
ing to fasten the crime where it belongs. 
Startling developments are expected this 
week, probably tomorrow. The different 
pleces of evidence are being woven gradu- 
ally together and it is said that the jury 
will return a presentment which will mean 
the arrest of somebody directly connected 
with the affair. The facts themselves can 
hardly .be worse than public talk. The 
public bélieves that there is a scandal be- 
hind the shooting and death of Mr. Pinck- 
ney. 

The grand jury continued its investiga- 
tion today. The work is about finished and 
it is said tonight that arrests will be made 
this week. These will be of a most start- 
ling nature it is said. 


GERMANY HAS NOT PROPOSED. 


Samoan Situation Is Again Attract- 
ing Considerable Attention. 

Washington, March 27.—The lively discus- 
sion of Samoan affairs in the foreign press 
seems to be the sequel to the developments 
of last week, which have not been followed 
by any material change in the situation, 
Secretary Hay has held further conferences 
with Ambassador Von Holleben, of Ger- 
many, and Sir Julian Pauncefote, the Brit- 
ish ambassador, but these, it is stated quite 
positively, have not advanced the subject 
toWard a settlement, 

The Berlin report in one of the London 
papers to the effect that the Germans had 
determined to abandon the support of King 
Mataafa in order to induce the United 
States to withdraw Chief Justice Chambers 
is not borne out by any proposition made 
here. 

It is the view of the state department 
that if the Germans withdrew support 
from Mataafa the trouble wowd practical- 
ly be over, as the kingship is at the bottom 
of the present affair. Thus far, however, 
there has been no intimation that the Ger- 
mans would abandon Mataafa. On the con- 
trary, the understanding has been that the 
contention between Mataafa and Malietoa 
would go over to await fuller information, 
the only action in the meantime being re- 
stricted to the controversy between Ger- 
man, Americin and British consular and 
municipal officers.

Residence of the Governor General 
Thrown Open to the Cabinet Mem- 
ber During the Zvening. 


Havana, March 27.—Secretary of War Al- 
ger conferred with the American generals 
at Governor General Brooke’s headquar- 
ters this morning. 

Secretary Alger says his rather hurried 
visit to Cuba need not be considered as 
having special import. He wishes to get 
into personal touch with the current pus- 
iness of the island’s government and taik 
with the generals who control the various 
military departments. 

In this way he expects to gain more 
vivid impressions than would be possible 
from an official correspondent. He receiv- 
ed callers on board the Ingalls before 8 
o'clock this morning, and at 9 o’clock he 
met the department commanders in Gov- 
ernor General Brooke’s drawing room at 
El Vedado. A conference lasting three 
hours followed, and after lunch the secre- 
tary drove with General Brooke to Camp 
Quemados, where he reviewed the Seventh 
army corps. This evening he was present 
at a reception given in his honor at the 
residence of the governor general. At the 
morning conference some of the subjects 
discussed wére the diminishing destitutidn, 
the slow revival of agricultural] life, the 
peace that prevails in all the provinces, the 
excellent health of the United States forces 
and the unnecessaries of a large body of 
troops to maintain the existing order.

TURNS FROM VENEZUELA. 


He Traverses the Orinoco in a Gun- 
boat and Will Advise Ex- 
porters. 


Caracas, Venezuela, March 8.—Francis B. 
Loomis, United States. minister to Vene- 
zuela, has just returned fronian-important 
and interesting trig up the Orinoco on 
the United States gunboat Wilmington, The 


and up the river, where a recess of nearly 
two weeks was passed, is likely to have 
some far-reaching commercial if not politi- 
cal result. ; 

Mr. Loomis said today, when questioned 
by a correspondent of the Associated Press 
regarding his experience, that it was a 
most suggestive one, and that he would 
endeavor to give American exporters the 
benefit of his observations in such a way 
that they could profit by them immediately. 
There are several important enterprises in 
the valley of the Orinoco and all were 
visited by the United States minister. The 
effect of his presence in these remote parts 
of the country on board a modern gunboat 
has increased American prestige and given 
a new sense of security to Americans en- 
gaged in business in eastern Venezuela. 

Careful inquiry was made'by Mr. Loom- 
is into the present condition of the gold 
industry in the El Callas region. He is 
confident that there will be a gpeat revival 
of interest. there in the course of a year 
or so, and he is informed that a great deal 
of American money is now preparing for 
investment in the district, 

At Port of Spain, Trinidad, the largest 
of the British West India islands except 
Jamaica, Mr. Loomis was the guest at 
the government house for a week of the 
governor of Trinidad, Sir Hubert HBdward 
Jernigham, and he brought back to Cara- 
cas a personal invitation to Senor Andrade, 
president of Venezuela, to visit Sir Hubert 
next month when President Andrade 
makes his proposed trip up the Orinoco. 
The # per cent discrimination against 
goods imported into Venezuela from Trini- 
dad will then be discussed, and it is hoped 
a satisfactory solution of the difficulty 
will be reached between Senor Andrade 
and the British colonial governor. In this 
and other unofficial ways, Mr. Loomis has 
done much to strengthen the present good 
relations between England and Venezuela, 

Private advices from the points visited 
by the United States minister dwell upon 
the fact that he was everywhere received 
with marks of the most distinguished con- 
sideration, and that his coming was hailed 
with genuine enthusiasm. Public recep- 
tions, balls and banquets were given in his 
honor at all the larger places.

HOW THE TROOPS ARE DIVIDED. 


Make-Up of the Two Divisions on Pa- 
sig River Is Given. 
Washington, March 27.—The adjutant gen- 
eral’s office today prepared the following 
regarding the disposition of the troops un- 

der the command of General Otis: 

North of Pasig river, McArthur’s divi- 
sion, composed of: Wiheaton’s brigade— 
Twenty-second infantry, two battalions 
Twenty-third, Second Oregon. H. G. Otis’s 
brigade—Twentieth Kansas, First Montana, 
four batteries Third artillery, dismounted 
as infantry; Tenth Pennsylvania. Hale’s 
brigade—First Nebraska, First Colorado, 
First South Dakota, First Wyoming.

South of Pasig river, Lawton’s division, 
made up of: King’s brigade—First bat- 
talion, First California, First South Dakota, 
First Washington.

Aguinaldo Led in Person. 

Washington, March 27.—The following 
dispatch was received from General Otis 
at 8:55 this morning: 

“Manila, March 27.—Adjutant 
Washington:

Washington, March 27.—Advices received 
by the war department show that the num- 
ber of casualties in yesterday’s and to- 
day’s fighting was: Killed, three officers and 
twenty-five enlisted men; wounded, nine 
officers and 203 enlisted men. 

Otis Brings Gunboats. 

Washington, March 27.—The following 
blegram was received by the war Supaet 
ment on March 19th and has just been made 
public: 

"Manila, March 19.~Adjutant General, 
Washington: Have purchased all gunboats 
in Philippines of Spain—thirteen in num- 
ber, now at Zamboagna. Half are in ser- 
viceable condition.

They 
will be sent for this week. Otis.”

MacArthur holds Marilao;- 
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PASS THEIR TIME 


One of the best contributions to our 
knowledge of the Porto Rican people comes 
from Dr, A. F. Beard, who was sent to 
Porto Rico as the special commissioner of 
the American Missionary Association. He 
has made a report of the conditions in that 
island, as related to population, education, 
homes and opportunities for a new Amert- 
canism, such as the association has repre- 
sented for more than half a century. Fol- 
slowing is a summary of his report: 

“A census of Porto Rico lately taken 
gives the population as 890,000, which may 
be divided in round numbers as follows: 
White, 500,000; golored, 390,000, of whom 
about 90,000 are blacks. This gives a dense 
population of nearly 243 to the square mile. 
The whites comprise the Spaniards and 
Porto Ricans of Spanish blood. The col- 
ored are of all shades, chiefly burnt sienna, 
and mostly straight haired. The blacks are 
negroes, pure and simple. The whites may 
be divided into the ruling class, number- 
ing perhaps 100,000, and the peasants or 
gibaros, 400,000. The colored are mixed 
(mestizos). The peasants or gibaros, with 
the mestizos and blacks, together form the 
class of unskilled laborers. They are mis- 
erably poor and literally live from hand to 
mouth. Their cabins or shacks are set on 
poles driven into the ground, the floor be- 
ing raised a few feet, The average house- 
hold furniture consists of a few 
and utensils made of calabash_ shells or 
gourds, with some rude earthenware. A lit- 
tle patch of land for the plantain grove 
or some corn or sweet potatoes, possibly a 
a cow, a pig and a diminutive horse of 
gothic architecture, form the property and 
provision for life. 
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‘The people seldom get any meat and but 
little bread for food, as none of the cereals 
grow well there. As a result ‘they are a 
class anaemic and hungry looking. Their 
staple food is the banana, which for steady 
diet, does put a great deal of iron in the 
blood. Most of their food grows on trees. 
Here they are, more than one-half of the 
population, in dense ignorance, too ignorant 
to be discontented with this existence, 
which in its condition is pitiful beyond 
expression. 

“Out of 890,000 there are 111,380 who can 
read, but of these 14,513 cannot write. Near- 
ly 800,000 are without knowledge beyond 
that of their own hut. 

“In every town there are certain people 
with varying attainments in education, who 
hold the more responsibie positions in life, 
but they have entirely failed to realize any 
responsibility for thig appalling mags of 
ignorance about them, One-half of the pop- 
ulation is in towns. All of the towns are 
built on the same general plan, and in 
most of them four of the five senses are 
constantly offended. Odors are always in 
evidence. As to feeling, the opportunities 
for the study of entomology are unbounded, 
As to taste, everything is saturated with 
garlic. The sight was hurt constantly in 
the wan and pinched faces of the poor and 
in their apparent needless poverty in a land 
where plenty would come easily and in 
their ignorance of the fact that the lower 
animais are God’s creatures. ‘Iiney jash 
their stunted horses without mercy; they 
pric their oxen cruelly with goads. They 
ado nol, however, mean to be cruel; they 
are very humane people to their own neigh- 
bors who are gufterers. They show aftec- 
tion for children, thougihh not care for them. 
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“As to government, the island is divided 
into seven districts, with a county seat in 
each. ‘These are as yet under Spanish 
laws and governed by local authorities. 
Kach town hag now, however, a United 
States commandant and a garrison of sol- 
diers to make sure of good government in 
this time of transition. We found these 
commandants high-toned officers, seeking 
the betterment of the people. ‘Iihey furnish- 
ed us with interpreters. and introductions 
to the schools and gave ug every facility 
in our investigation. 

“We visited many schools in many places. 
With one exception, we found no building 
constructed and set apart for educational 
use. Public schools are in private houses. 
In every town the Spaniards had substan- 
tial buildings for the military, which kept 
the people down, but no schoolhouses. Cer- 
tainly Spain went away none too soon. 

‘“Tihe teacher of the private school is 
paid from the public fund, but he furnish- 
es the schoolroem and all that therein is, 
and this does not require much wealth. 
Seldom did we find in any schools desks, 
and there were only backless benches. One 
reading book sufficed for a class, being 
passed from one pupil to another. The 
schools are ungraded and but a gemall frac- 
tion of the pupils got beyond reading and 
writing, and these pupils were the excep- 
tional few. The most interesting school we 
visited was taught by a colored principal 
with two white assistants. The pupils 
were of all colors common to man. Some 
of them were sufficiently advanced to com- 
pute compound interest, this kind of inter- 
est being most in use. A teacher who has 
the degree of A. B, informed us that he 
would show us the progress of his classes. 
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‘“Tihe first recitation was a catechetical 
lesson in geometry, in which the boys gave 
in regular order and turn definitions of 
lines and angles. When sent to the black- 
board they could not go beyond drawing 
parallel lines and making different kinds 
of animals. There were no problems to be 
solved. A principal made a cigarette, light- 
ed and smoked it while hearing his class. 
The instruction was chiefly without books 
for the pupils, the teacher giving out the 
lesson to be learned by the pupils by rote. 
When examined, as they stood in their 
places, each gave his own answer to the 
catechetical instruction. 

“The military governor, General Henry, 
gives his position and infifence to all 
things that are good, “He ig an able ad- 
ministrator for civil improvements. The 
large theater in San Juan is secured for 
religious services and well attended. Sun- 
day school is held there every Sunday 
morning. Sermons afe preached in Spanish 
and English. American officers and their 
wives sing in the choir. 

‘The American Missionary Association 
has already voted to plant three schogls in 
thrée different interesting centers of Porto 
Rico, to be in full operation in October 
next. One of thesé schools will be in the 
north, another in the center and the third 
on the west. coast of the island.”

Savannah, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)— 
When Colonel R. L. Berner gets back ‘nto 
Georgia politics he will have quite a hit 
of opposition to overcome in this section 
of the state. This is true, at least, so 
far as Savannah is concerned. There ‘has 
been no little talk today about his request 
to have his regiment taken to Augusta 
instead of having it mustered out in Sa- 
vannah. 

An afternoon paper quotes Colonel Ber- 
ner as saying he understood Savannah d'd 
not want the troops brought here. No- 
body was authorized to make any such 
statement, and as a matter of fact Savan- 
nah was exceedingly anxious to have the 
Third Georgia, more so, in fact, than any 
of the other regiments. He is quoted, tvo, 
as having ‘said that the Third Georgia 
boys were a little sore about some things 
that were said about ‘them in Savannah. 
Just what these things were have never 
been ascertained, for Savannah would be 
giad to have them here and special pains 


were taken to treat them well. ye 


The regiment was brought up from the 
quarantine station in good time this morn- 
ing.

reached the ears of Lieutenant Colonei 
B&illinger, depot quartermaster.

TELLS OF TALK WITH GENERAL EAGAN 


General Miles May Be Called Before 


the Military Court of Inquiry 
Once More. . . 


Washington, March 27.—The military 
court of inquiry appointed by the president 
to make an Mvestigation of the beef fur- 
nished the army during the Spanish war 
has returned to Washington, and at 2 
o'clock today resumed its sittings in the 
Lemon building. 

The members of the commission are hope- 
ful that they will be able to conclude their 
work within the next ten days, and expect 
to have some important witnesses before 
them in that time, including General Ea- 
gan, who will be recalled, It is also ex- 
pected that General Miles will be given an 


opportunity to testify. 
E. C. Swift, vice president of the Swift 


Packing Company, s the first witness 
who appeared today. He assisted in pre- 
paring the contract for supplying beef for 
Cuba during the war, comifg to Washing- 
ton for that first on the 23d of June. Mr. 
Swift made his second visit to Washington 
on the 2th of June, when the contract was 
submitted to him. He had then made some 
objections to the terms of the agreement 
as presented to him. One of these objec- 
tions was to the terms whioh he thought 
might require the beef company to deliver 
beef by lighter, he complaining ‘nat the 
company could reasonably be expected to 
deliver at only such points as nad railroad 
tracks alongside the wharf. It was ciso 
understood that beef was to be supplied 
only to the port towns, the inland poinis to 
be furnished with beef kilied in the coun- 
_try. They were to keep on hand a sufficient 
supply for seventy hougs’ consumption, this 
time to be extended twenty-four hours un- 
éer special conditions. Shore. refrigeration 
was contemplated in all the conversations, 
and with the understanding that this was 
tu be nad, the company had agreed that 
the quality of the beef should be tain- 
tained for three days and nights. 

In response to a question from Major Lee, 
Mr. Swift stated that General Eagan had, 
during an interview with him, mentioned 
that he had received scme suggestion of a 
process for preserving meat, but General 
Eagan did not go into details, giving no 
mame of the inventor or of the process. 

Major Lee then stated that General Ka- 
gan s2id in his testimony before the board 
that the company had guaranteed that the 
beef should be kept good for twelve hours 
aiter leaving the refrigerator, either on 
shipboard or on shore. 

*“T can only say,” responded Mr. Swift, 
“that General Eagan at the time of the 
interview seemed to have the same under- 
standing of the ccntract that I had. In 
view of his testimony, I can only say that, 
he was mistaken.” 

“Then the insertion of the clause Jimit- 
ing to twenty-four hours time the meat 
should be fresh after taken out of the re- 
‘frigerator was not a clerical error, as sug- 
gested by the general?’ asked Major Lee. 

“That cannot be so. He said his agents 
would take good care to protect the meat 
from the sun, and I assured him that if this 
were done, the meat would be good twenty- 
four hours after being taken from the re- 
* frigerator,”’ replied Mr. Swift. 

Charies BE. Barry, traveling salesman for 
Swift & Co., followed Mr. Swift. He testi- 
‘fied to his participation in the negotiations 
with General Pagan to secure the army 
contract: He also understood that the 
seventy-two-hour clause applied only to the 
time that beef was to be kept in the re- 
‘frigerators on shore.’ There was an espe- 
clal understanding with General Eagan as 
to the twcnty-four-hour clause limiting the 
time during which the beef could be kept 
out of the refrigerator, he agreeing that it 
should, be kept constantly under cover, 

Mr. Barry related that on one day when 
he was in General Eagan’s office prior to 
the letting of' the contract the latter com- 
plained of the number of people who were 
writing letters to him concerning ‘‘the pro- 
cessing” of besf. The general then handed 
him a fetter from a Mr. Powell, of New 
York, who claimed to have a process for 
preserving meat, saying he had shipped 
beef prepared under it to points in the 
southern states. 

“Jt struck me,” said Mr. Barry, “from 
General Eagan’s behavior that he was dis- 
gusted at the thought. He said he was de- 
pending on the refrigerator beef, and 
would only deal with those who could fur- 
nish it.”* |

Louisville iis Wholly Dissatisfied with 
Her Sunday Dates. 
STRONG THREATS ARE MADE 


Colonels’ Backers Declare They Will 
. Show an Ugly Situation. - 


SAY FRAUD HAS BEEN USEB ON THEM 


Statement Is Being Prepared Which 
Will Be Sent to Various Club 
Owners and the Papers. 


Louisvill®, Ky., March 27.—Great indigna- 
tion was manifested in the camp of the 
Louisville baseball club today owing to a 
dhange made in the schedule adopted by 
the league magnates in New York Saturday 
night by which Louisville is deprived of 
eleven ,games, five at home and six abroad, 
of the seventeen Sunday games originally 
allotted that club. . 

In nearly every instance where Sunday 
dates were taken from the Colonels the 
games were doubled up for Mondays or Fri- 
days—poor days for attendance, as Presi- 
dent Dreyfuss puts it. Mr. Dreyfuss is out 
dn an interview today in which he scores 
John T. Brush, of the Cincinnati club; 
James Hart, of the Chicago club, and 
Frank De Haas Robison, of the St. Louis 
or Cleveland club, for their underhanded 
methods. 

A meeting of the directors of the Louis- 
ville club was held yesterday afternoon to 
determine on a course of procedure. All 
the directors, who are the owners of the 
club, were present. Mr, Phelps is the at- 
torney for the club and is an ex-director, 
and it was he who framed the famous na- 
tional agreement which binds the national 
league and American association together. 
He is familiar with every phase of the base- 
ball situation. 

The details of what transpired at this 
meeting were not given out. To have done 
so would have been very much like an- 
nouncing in advance the line of defense in 
a criminal case at law. It can be stated, 
however, that the facts will be given out 
late this evening through a statement from 
the Louisville club’s standpoint, wihich is 
now being prepared by President Dreyfuss 
and Mr. Phelps. ' 

A copy of the statement will be sent to 
each magnate in the big league. A copy 
will also be sent to each influential news- 
paper in the twelve big league cities. In 
this statement the Louisville club's posi- 
tion will be clearly set forth. The facts 
will be presented and the ball loving public 
will be left to judge for themselves. 

Secretary Pulliam left for New York yes- 
terday afternoon on a very important mis- 
sion. He will arrive here late this after- 
noon and will have done what he is ex- 
pected to do before the club’s statement 
becomes public property. 

‘Word came from the east last night that

Rogers, of the Philadelphia club, ‘a delib- 


' erate conspiracy was entered into in order 


to defraud the Colonels of their best play- 
ing dates and thereby effect the immediate 
dissolution of the big league. According to 
Colonel Rogers the plan was to form a new 
league, headed by ‘Boston, New “York, 
Pattsburg, Philadelphia and other organi- 
gations, strong financially, and with the 
others out in the cold to shift for them- 
selves. These clubs with Jarge amounts of 
money behind them, could gobble up all 
the strong players and let the other clubs, 
if they desired, to form an association, 
play with the undesirable players.

‘Extension: _Is Rendered Necessary by 
Seaboard Air-Line’s Deal. 


WINTER TRAVEL 1S THE CAUSE 


Carolina City Will Soon Be on Two 
Direct Through Lines from the 
. North to the South. 


Columbia, S. C., March 27.—The State 
will announce tomorrow, on authority, that 
the Southern railway is about to extend its 
lines from this city to Savainah and ulti- 
mately to Jacksonville. 

Chief Engineer Wells is already in Colum- 
bia organizing a swrveying force and will 
take the field at once. The shortest possi- 
ble route will be taken to Savannah, and 
the new line will be completed fn time for 
next winter’s business. — 

This extension igs rendered necessary by 
the Seaboard Air Line’s recent purchase of 
the Florida Central and Peninsular, which 
runs from this city to Savannah, Jackson- 
ville and Tampa. For several years this 
road has furnished a Florida connection 
for the Southern and a great and profitable 
through passenger traffic had been devel- 
oped. A month ago the Seaboard acquired 
it, and is now surveying a line from Che- 
raw, 5. C., to Columbia to connect with it 
and take the place of the Southern as its 
northern feeder. By building now from 
Columbia to Savannah the Southern will 
connect with the Plant system tnd turn its 
through business into that channel. 

The increasing importance of the West 
Indian traffic, destined in thé near future 
to become very lucrative, is the stimulus to 
this strong competition. The Seaboard’s 
purchase of the Florida Central and Pen- 
insular is having the curious effect of build- 
ing one line into Columbia and a rival line 
out of it. By next winter this city will be 
on two great short routes between Florida 
and the north, in hot competition with 
each other. 


LESSEES ARE HELD FOR TAXES. 


Judge Taft Decides a Case Against 
Cincinnati Southern. 
Cincinnati, O., March 27.—Some time age 
the state of Kentucky presented to Re- 
ceiver Felton a claim of $77,000 back taxes 
for the franchise of the Cincinnati Southern 

railway. 

Receiver Felton, of the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific, which includes 
the Cincinnati Southern, brought suit in 
the United States court to recover the 
taxes from the trustees of the latter road, 
Judge Taft today decided that the lessees 
of the road were responsible for all taxes. 

Receiver Felton may test the constitu- 
tional right of a state to tax a franchise. 


IN THE INSURANCE’ FIELD. 


Considering the subject of insurance and 
interest, The Financial News, of New 
York, recently printed an editorial dis- 
cussing the question in an _ interesting 
way. 

In full; the article is as follows: 

“While ‘cheap insurance’ still makes its 
claims and pushes its work for for busi- 
ness, yet it is coming to be very generally 
and thoroughly understood in business cir- 
cles and among intelligent men in all 
classes of work, that insurance is given 
by the standard companies doing life in- 
surance business at as low a price as is 


is the first, second and third requirement 
where a man wishes to protect his family 
or estate, 

‘Insurance rates are the same now as in 
past years, when the income from invest- 
ments was twice as high in percentage as 
today. There has been little gain in the 
quality of the security, because the in- 
surance companies have: always invested 
their funds in only the highest class of 
securities or productive property. There 
has been some gain in working economies, 
in the quality of risks and in the propor- 
tion of business done for a given outlay. 
But out of the higher interest received in 
the past the great life companies have 
accumulated large surplus reserves, and 
the income from these, added to economies 
and greater results from work, enables 
thém to go on safely now that the interest 
rate on fine security is down to 3 per cent, 
as against 6 in former years. The big com- 
panies are recognizing that they must, in 


interest returns on the kind of securities 
that prudence compels them to insist upon 
in their investments, and are fortifying 
themselves accordingly. 

“The company that talks about cheap in- 
surance, ‘basing its expectations—or its 
estimates for public consideration—on 
higher interest is simply considering sec- 
ond or third-class securities and taking 
chances ~which have no place in the ad- 
ministration of insurance funds. The 
companfes with solid reserves to help out 
their current business will be favored by 
those seeking safe insurance.’’

William H. Merrill, Jr., electrician of the 
electrical bureau of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, has issued an interest- 
ing pamphlet containing the laws and 
ordinances adopted by. various states and 
municipalities to regulate the installation 
and use of electrical] apparatus. In it are* 
include@ drafts of the various blank forms 
most suitable for use in conducting the 
electrical part of the work of municipal 
inspection, as well as certain suggestions 
as to the necessities and conditions of 
successful municipal control of the elec- 
trical hazard. 

Since November, 1895, ordinances have 
been passed in more than sixty cities of 
the United States, placing the installation 
of all electric wiring and apparatus under 
the control of the municipality. 

Electrician Merrill, commenting on the 
pamphlet, says: 

“For a number of years we have been 
receiving requests from the officials of 
cities asking for copies of ordinances which 
are in successful operation, an@ soliciting 
advice as to how best to proceed to secure 
the enactment of satisfactory measures of 
this character. Since the disaster at New 
Orleans last month many cities have 
awakened to their responsibilities in this 
matter, and to avoid the clerical work in- 
volved in furnishing desired information 
on the subject we have compiled this 
pamphlet for general distribution. 

“The recent ruling of the supreme court 
of Pennsylvania placing the responsibility 
for a death from a live wire upon the 
municipality, is interesting as showing the 
necessty for municipal supervision of elec. 
trical gazards no matter what such sur- 
veillance may be exercised by the corpor- 
ations or individuals controlling the wire 
systems.”’ 


Insurance Commissioner Matthews, of 
Ohio, has issued his promised edict against 
overhead writing. In a letter to the fire 
companies ef the state the commissioner 


| Says: 


“Hereafter it must be understood that 
an overhead policy, without regard to the 
intention with which it was issued, will 
subject the company issuing it to revoca- 
tion of its license. It is the determination 
of the department to'stop overhead writing. 
It is the duty of the companies to see that 
no such policies are issued, and no question 
of the intention with which such policies 
are issued will hereafter be entertained. It 
will be sufficient to invoke the penalty of 
revocation that a policy is produced which 
is not signed by an Ohio agent. It should 
be undesrtood, too, that the mere signature 
of the agent is not sufficient, but that the 
agency through which a policy purports to 
have been issued must keep a record of 
it by which it must appear that the pre- 
mium thereon was duly returned for taxa- 
tion,”’

The man who created a lively sensation 
in the city yesterday by representing him- 
self as ‘“‘Sheriff Hewitt, of Carroll county,” 
and who was taken in charge by the po- 
lice, ‘came to” yesterday about noon and 
announced that he was T. J. Lyon, a farm- 
er of Carroll county, and stated that he 
had been drugged. 

Lyon had an experience similar to that 
of the millionaire-in-his-mind, David J. 
Telfair, only his dream-life was only two 
days instead of two years. 

Last night Lyon sat up in his bed at the 
police barracks and told @ reporter of The 
Constitution about his strange adventures 
in Atlanta, not remembering, of course, the 
strangest chapter of all, that of his dream- 
life. 

“I left Carroll county,”’ said Lyon, ‘‘a 
few days ago for the purpose of buying in 
Atlanta a pair of good mules for my farm. 
T looked around the city and then began 
to see the mule market. I took a drink or 
two, but not enough to have made me 
drunk, not to say crazy. I went into a 
stable and there I met a man who told me 
he had some good mules tn a lot on the 
outskirts of the city and he asked me to go 
and look at them. TI consented and he car- 
ried me off In a buggy, where, I do not 
know, nor could I now locate the place. 
Arrivine there the fellow invited me to 
take a drink out of a flask and I did so. 
In a few moments I felt dizzy ond that 
was the last thing I remembered urtil T 
woke up on this bed today aLout 12 o’eleck.”” 

When asked why anyone should have 
drugged him, Lyon replied: 

_ “The fellow must have thought I had 
money with me, as*I was negotiatine for 
the purchase of two mules. Y had cnly a 
dollar or two, the money for the mules 


being In a bank. I reckon after he found 
out that I didn’t have the noney he drove 
me back to the city and left me gsome- 
where to get rid of me. 

“They tell me I called to see the covern- 
or,’’ said Lyon, ‘‘and that I represenced my- 
self as Sheriff Hewitt in search cf a crimi- 
nal, Well, that beats anything I ever 
heard. I suppose I took Hewitt’s rame as 
I used to know Jim Hewitt when he was 
sheriff of our county several years aew. The 
whole thing is a perfect plank to me and 
I am awful ashamed of what I did, but I 
wasn't to blame.”’ 

Lyon is a thrifty farmer and quite well 

to do. He owns a large farm in Carroll 
county and is highly respected by the yjeo- 
ple in his district. 
' He will be turned loose this morning. 
He says he is very thankful for what the 
police did for him, as he might have done 
himself some harm. 

The police will make an effort to ascer- 
tain who it was that drugged . yon, but 
there does not seem much probability of 
making any headway in the case.

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FROM CITY HALL CORNERS 


will hold a special meeting at the city 
hall this afternoon at 4 o’clock to receive 
bids for the furnishing of stock feed for 
the various municipal departments for the 
ensuing year. 

Under the present system the finance 
con®@mittee contracts for all the supplies 
for each department. Some time ago the 
heads of the departments purchased their 
own supplies. Some dissatisfaction has 
been manifested with the present system, 
it being claimed that the heads of the 
departments could secure lower prices and 
better goods than the finance committee. 

The financiers, of course, accept the low- 
er bids, but they never know whether the 
grade of supplies contracted for is deliv- 
ered. In fact, it has been claimed that a 
much inferior grade of several articles 
has been delivered to the city by mer- 
chants who bid on first-class goods. 

The fault found with the present system 
seems to be that the members of the 
finance committee have no means of check- 
ing the goods delivered. This point was 
recently raised by the board of health, 
several members of which claim that the 
sanitary department can purchase supplies 
cheaper than the finance committee. 

At a recent meeting of the finance com- 
mittee Councilman Pope, a member of the 
board of health, appeared before the com- 
mittee and asked that the sanitary depart- 
ment be allowed to purchase its own sup- 
plies, No definite action was taken then 
on the matter, and it is probable that 
Mr. Pope will bring it up again this after- 
noon. 

It is said that the heads of other de- 
partments in the city are not satisfied with 
the present system, and if the request of 
the sanitary department is granted, it is 
probable the other departments, or at least 
one or two of them, will make the same 


request 


The \ must take the next step in the 
Carnegie library matter. This will be the 
election of the board of twelve directors.

Decide To Drop Prohibition Question 
for the Present. 


LISCUSSED SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


Pastors Believe More Attention Shduld 
Be Paid to Conversion by Sun- 
cay School Workers. 


Methodist pastors will remain inactive 
The committee recently appointed to confer 
with prominent local prohibitionists of the 
city with a view to calling a mass meeting 
at an early date reported yesterday morn- 
ing at the meeting of the Methodist pas- 
tors that it was deemed advisable to in- 
definately postpone action in the matter. 
The report was accepted by the ministers, 
although this action is not to be construed 
as indicating that the prohibition matter 
will be entirely dropped by the ministers. 

The committee consisted of Dr. H. J. 
Ellis, chairman; Dr. W. F. Quillian and 
Dr. J. R. Epeck. 

The work ot education ané agitation will 
be carried on in the chviches and every 
slethodist minister in the city will appoint 
a committee from his congregation and it is 
to be the work of this committee to gain 
converts to the cause of prohibition. The 
ministers desire to hold a state prohibition 
e:ection in the future and in the meantime 
will remain inactive, except to use their in- 
fluence upon individual members of their 
congregations, 

Dr. W. P. Lovejoy brought up the ques- 
tlon of laxity in Sunday school work and 
Said that teachers are not paying enough 
attention to their pupils. Dr. W. B. 
Stradiey acknowledged that there. exists 
carelessness on the part of teachers in all 
Methodist Sunday schools of the city and 
believed the reason to be non-preparation 
on the part of the teachers. 

Dr. W. F. Quillian gave the subject a 
slight turn by saying that teachers did not 


pay strict enough attention to the work of 


converting the pupils, which, he said, was 
the prime object of the Sunday school. Dr. 
W. P. Thirkield thought the question was 
a good one to be discussed at the inter- 
national Sunday schoo! convention soon to 
be held here. Dr. Lovejoy, Dr. J. W. 
Roberts, president of Wesleyan, and Dr. 
Hughes all agreed that the Bible was not 
taught enough in the Sunday schools and 
advocated that it be used more freely. 

Dr. Clement C. Cary thought the children 
could not become too familiar with the 
‘Bible, but thought that it. should not be 
used exclusively in Sunday schools. He ap- 
proved of the fnternational lessons now in 
use. 

At the next meeting of the Methodist 
ministers the pystors will tell of the work 
accomplished by their respective churches 
Since the last conference.

HE PRESENTED MANY BEAUTIFUL VIEWS 


He Referred to Henry Grady’s Fa- 
mous New York Address, Pay- 
ing Him a Tribute. 


W. W. Ellsworth delivered an historical 
lecture at the Grand last night on the sub- 
ject, “‘Arnold and Andre, a Story of the 
Treason,’’ to the usual large audience that 
greets the entertainments of the Atlanta 
Lecture Association. 

In beginning his lecture Mr. Ellsworth 
referred to Henry W. Grady and the fa- 
mous address he delivered in New York 


city twelve years ago. He said: 

“I cannot stand before an Atlanta au- 
dience without an allusion to that never-to- 
be-forgotten speech delivered in New York 
twelve years ago last December by which 
your great citizen, Henry W. Grady, elec- 
trified the entire north. 

“TIT feel that there can be no better Intro- 
duction to the people of Atlanta than to lay 
this offering upon the memory of that 
magic night, when we heard an oration 
that in grand simplicity and in its far- 
reaching effect ranks next to the master 
words of Abraham Lincoln uttered at 
Gettysburg.’’ 

The lecture bore on the stirring period 
and critical part of American history—from 
1776 to the close of the revolution. The 
career of Arnold, who up to the time of his 
act of tréachery, proved himself one of 
the most brilliant and gallant officers of 
the army, was told in a vivid manner and 
the views shown with the lecture added 
interest. to the entertainment. 

Major Andre and the prominent part he 
Played in connection with the treason of 
Arnold were told of in the lecture. 

Mr. Ellsworth is a rapid talker and he 
covered the events of the period in a way 
that carried his hearers quickly through 
the years of the revolution. 

Mr. Ellsworth was presented by Frank 
Weldon, president of the association. The 
lecturer began his discourse with the early 
scenes of Arnold’s boyhood—his birthplace 
and the community where he spent his 
early life. He was an impetuous youth, 
‘full’ of fire and indiscretion. Before the 
first battle of the revolution he was cap- 
tain of the Governor’s Guard, a military 
company of Connecticut, his native state, 

When the news came of the attack at 
‘Lexington, Arnold formed his company and 
called for volunteers. He asked the as- 
sembly for ammunition from the magazine, 
but on being refused he said he would 
burst in the doors if it was not given to 
him at once, He received the ammunition. 
He entered into the spirit of the war and 
immediately won the high esteem .and re- 
spect of his superiors. It was not long be- 
fore he was made a colonel, a brigadier 
general and in a short time a major gen- 
eral. 

While fighting in this rank he ordered 
the men he was commanding to charge 
against orders. The result was a victory, 
but he was wounded. He was stationed in 
Philadelphia after this and it was during 
this time that he was married and began 
his correspondence with “John Anderson, 
merchant, New York,’’ who was Major 
Andre. He signed these famous letters 
‘“Gustavus.”’ 

Arnold had not recovered fully from his 
wounds when his services were needed and 
he asked to be stationed at West Point, 
where he would not have the active duties 
of the field. General Washington granted 
his request. It was while stationed here 
that Arnold began the famous treason that 
caused his own degredation and dishonor 
and the death of Andre. 

Major Andre was sent by General Clin- 
ton, commanding the British army, to 
Arnold. The two met and arranged the 
surrender of West Point, then the Gi- 
braltar of the American position. On his 
return to General Clinton’s headquarters 
Andre was captured by three Americans 
whom Andre took to be English soldiers. 

Events followed rapidly. Several at- 
tempts were made to capture Arnold, but 
all proved unsuccessful. He removed to 
Engiand. He and his wife were pensioned 
by the English government and his two 
sons were given commissions in the Englisa 
army. 

Andre was sentenced after a trial by 
courtmartia] to death, which was approved 
by General Washington. An effort was 
made to exchange prisoners with the 
British, but Genera] Ciinton wrote General 
Washington that such a thing was impos- 
Sible. Andre wrote Washington asking 
for a soldier’s death, but this was denied 
him and he was hanged from a gibbet. His 
remains were later taken to England, 
where they were often visited by Arnold. 

The next lecture by the association will 
be given on April 4th. It will be ‘“‘Sun- 
shine,” by Dr. A. A. Willets. On April 
10th will be presented the lecture by 
George C. Lorimer, ‘‘Mirabeau and the 
French Revolution.” This lecture will be 
illustrated.

Such interchanges of courtesies as 
these go a long way toward unifying 
widely separated sections of the country. 


What Is ‘“Chaos?P’’ 

The discoverer of “chaos” in the dem- 
ocratic party has appeared on the scene 
early. Usually he waits for the cam- 
paign actually to. begin, but he hag now 
put in an appearance a year ahead of 
schedule time. The Springfield Repub- 
lican has secured him, and he remarks 
through its placid editorial columns that 
“Mr. Bryan’s blunt declaration to Mr. 
Belmont has only served to emphasize 
again the utterly chaotic condition of the 
democratic party.” Take due note of 
the “again.” — 

Then, showing how impossible it would 
be for Mr. Bryan to desert and leave in 
the lurch the 6,500,000 voters who sup- 
ported him in 1896 (as if even an idiot in 
a whirlwind could conceive of sucha 
thing) the “finder of chaos remarks: 
“With Mr. Bryan in that position, where 
do we find the gold democracy?” 

That is the real question, and it is a 
very interesting one. ‘Where, indeed, 
does the chaos-finder find the gold de- 
mocracy? Does he find it at all? He 
thinks he does, and he goes on to show 
that it is at. its same old tricks. He 
shows that nearly ali of the gold demo- 
cratic newspapers are not only at one 
with the republicans with respect to 
financial questions, but also with respect 
to the programme of expansion. But 
how does that constitute chaos? From 
first to last the chief note of opposition 
to the democratic platform so far as most 
of the gold democrats are concerned has 
been their affection for republican doc- 
trines. Many of them (so they allege) 
voted for Mr. McKinley rather than for 
their own candidate, But how does this” 
constitute chaos? 

In the south the great majority of gold 
democrats have returned to the demo- 
cratic party. Some of them, indeed, per- 
ceiving the futility of such a course, 
never left it. But no one since 1896 has 
expected the Whitneys, the Belmonts and 
other millionaire politicians of the east 
to give support to the democratic party 
and its principles. That crowd did its 
worst in that year, and it is visibly weak- 
er since its real weakness has been dem- 
onstrated. But where,does chaos appear 
in this? 

There was chaos in 1896, before the 
democratic masses brought their leaders 
to their senses. It was the chaos pro- 
duced by the defection of Cleveland and 
his betrayal of the democratic party, but 
all that was remedied, so far as the har- 
mony of the party is concerned, by the 
adoption of the Chicago platform. The 
result was a larger democratic vote than

“Why, we were treating our negro popu- 
lation with every degree of considera- 
ffon; We were giving them work in the 
fields and in our households; we were 
contributing to their churches and tax- 
ing ourselves to support their schools; 
and ‘here they are burning and destroy- 
ing the property of the whites.” Only 
some keen feeling, such as this, could 
account for the inexcusable Palmetto af- 
fair. 

Turning to the bright side of the pic- 
ure, we find a Birmingham club, or so- 
ciety, composed of ladies and gentlemen, 
extending .an invitation to Book- 
er T. Washington to deliver an ad- 
dress before it. We presume that such 
a thing never happened in the south be- 
fore. Why should it happen now? The 
explanation lies on the surface. Here 
is a negro who has character allied to 
a remarkable intellect. His character 
has kept him from misdirecting hig in- 
tellect, and his intellect hag led him to 
formulate and carry out on a large scale 
a design which has for its purpose not 


only the uplifting of his own race, but | 


the betterment of society at large. His 
purposes and plans are not at war with 
any interest, but belong to those large 
and hopeful schemes intended to regen- 
erate and improve the human race with- 
out regard to color, race or previous 
condition. 

Such a man ag Booker Washington Is 
always sure of a respectful and sympa- 
thetic hearing from all intelligent men 
and women. ‘This is because he not 
only has something to say, but some- 
thing to do, and in his success the white 
people of the south have the keenest in- 
terest, for the success or failure of his 
far-reaching purpose will determine the 
future relations of the races. 


Agriculture in Russia. 

The progress of agriculture in Russia 
is marked by the great attention given 
to agricultural exhibitions. 

The secretary of agriculture has 1e- 
ceived notification from the Russian 
minister at Washington through the de- 
partment of state that two international 
expositiong will be held at St. Peters- 
burg in May. The first will be for ex- 
hibits of poultry and appliances for rais- 
ing poultry, especially incubators. It will 
take place from May 13th to 22d instead 
of May 15th to 28th ag originally pro- 
posed:” The United States is invited to 
take part officially by the appointment 
of delegates and judges to represent the 
interests of exhibitors or of commission- 
ers to take charge of the organization 
of the American section. During the ex- 
hibition a meeting of persons interested 
in poultry will be held, at which. Mr. 
Veshniakoff, the secretary of state, will 
preside. Regulations forthe exhibits 
of fowls and the competition for incu- 
bators can be obtained by application to 
the Russian minister. 

The other is an exhibition of fruits, 
flowers, etc., under the auspices of the 
Russian Imperial Horticultural Society, 
to be held from May 17th. to May 27th, The 


Russian minister says in his letter that. 


while no lower rate is made for transpor- 
tation of exhibits from the Russian fron- 
tier to St, Petersburg, they will be admit- 
ted duty free on condition of being re- 
exported by way of the frontier station 
by which they entered and their return 
to the frontier will be free of cost for 
transportation. The custom house in- 
spection of the exhibits will take place 
in the exposition building. Specia) cars 
heated and provided with. water will be 


. provided for carrying exhibits from tke 


frontier to St. Petersburg. It igs asked 
that reduced rates be obtained for trans- 
portation of exhibits in this country, 
‘All of this has a bearing upon the com- 
ing state fair of Georgia. Fairs are the 
great normal schools of agriculture, 
through which rural progress must be 
incited and puilt up. With the semi- 
barbaric peoples setting ug the example 
of competition, our people must take up 
the gage, and show what they can do. 


McKinley’s Last Day in Georgia. 

The last day that President McKinley 
spent in Georgia was one as bright in 
its sunny smileg as the impression which 
our chief magistrate has made upon our 
people.

The president’s visit must have heen 
a pleasant recreation, and an experience 
which opened up to him new views as 
to the conservatism and strong native 
character of the Georgian, Here he found 
himself treated with distinguished hos- 
pitality on every side, the most profound 
respect for his office, and an ideal 
exhibition of the equality which exists 
between president and citizen, without 
in the least derogating from the dignity 
of the former, 

Georgia is a good place to visit for 
presidents as well as capitalists and in- 
vestors. We are glad that they hava 
lingered for a few days within our gates, 
and we stand ready to welcome them 
whenever they may choose to return.

Against the Rule of Bigotry. 

Editor Constitution—I am in full sympa- 
thy with your editorial in opposition to the 
resolution of Judge Bloodworth to reduce 
the standing of children absent from school 
on account of religious holidays. The con- 
Stitution of the state is very strict in its 
efforts to sustain a man in his religious 
opinions, without molestation or injury on 
account of same. Catholics and Episcopa- 
lians observe Good Friday and other reli- 
gious holidays, and the Jews the Day of 
Atonement and other holidays. You are 
surely not observing the spirit of the con- 
stitution when you deprive a child of his 
standing in school on account of his reli- 
gious belief. If we arrogate 3 ourselves 
the right to express our own Opinions in 
religious matters, we should allow others 
the same privilege. You, however, have 
fallen in error in believing that the resolu- 
tion was merely a proposition. In fact, it is 
a rule of the board of education. It was 
passed during a meeting of the board at 
which there were present five members, 
barely a quorum. The resolution was op- 
posed, I understand, by Mr. Pappenheimer. 
In spite of the fact that this rule has been 
adopted, I hope it will be reconsidered by 
all friends of liberal ideas, and that those 
on the board who respect the sincere con- 
victions of others will wage a good fight to 
had the resolution repealed. 

Is it not a good time to suggest that the 
session of the board of education shall be 
open, as are the sessions of all our other 
city boards? There might be occasions 
when questions of discipline or tre fitness 
of teachers might arise when executive ses- 
sions of the board would be desirable; but 
surely the ordinary sessions of the board 
could be open to that pwblic which the 
members represent, I hope that even those

The Church and the Press. 

Editor Constitution—On a recent date 
“Bill Arp,”’ a writer and philosopher, jour- 
nalist and deah of the southern press, cele- 
brated the fiftieth anniversary of his mar- 
riage. On the occasion of this happy and 
truly historic golden wedding “Billi Arp’ 
was the recipient of many congratulatory 
messages and substantial tokens of the 
universal esteem in which he and his esti- 
mable consort are held. 

Apropos of this, it is pleasing to note in 
The Atlanta Gonstitution of Sun- 
day, March 26th, this sage and Nestor of 
the American press makes special mention 
of a congratulatory letter which his grace, 
the Rt. Rev. H. M. Turner, sent on the oc- 
casion of the golden wedding referred to. 
The ‘letter which Bishop Turner sent, a 
full copy of which and ‘Bill Arp’s” com- 
ments on the same is printed herewith, is 
a characteristic document from the great 
prelate to the veteran journalist. 

As all truly broad minds invariably do, 
the literary genius arises to the occasion 
and pays a lofty tribute to the greatness 
and genius and eloquence of Bishop Turn- 
er, which, when the source is considered, 
is of striking significance, particularly at 
this time, 

‘Bill Arp,”’ in the course of his narra- 
tive, proceeds to cite a number of histovic 
incidents performed by Bishop Turner in 
the days of reconstruction which imme- 
diately followed the civil war. These nobie 
acts which were performed by Bishop 
Turner in the days of dire calamity of the 
south and its people on behalf of those who 
had formerly been his owners and taskmas- 
ters, when he might have as easily used 
his “talents and eloquence,”’ to quote ‘Bill 
Arp,’ against the white people, are matters 
of special mention in this letter of “Bill 
Arp’s.” The lasting impression which the 
acts of the bishop made upon the mind of 
‘Bill Arp,” though nearly thirty years have 
passed since their transaction, is an indica- 
tion of the vast significance which wag at- 
tached to them. 

The veteran journalist bears a high tri- 
bute to the character and worth of the 
venerable bishop when he writes: ‘“l have 
known this eminent preacher for thirty-five 
years, and never knew anything but good 
of him.” In the days of reconstruction, to 
which ‘Bill Arp” refers, it was not hard 
for the restless class of negroes to incite 
such as the provost marshal, De La Mesa, 
to insult and otherwise treat with indignity 
the white citizens who fell within the 
range of his authority. Like a seer of old, 
the bishop looked forward to the time 
(which is now) when every good deed of 
the negro to the white man would be surely 
placed to his credit by those who love jus- 
tice and show mercy. 

Bishop Turner is now among that number 
of men whose mental powers are at their 
ripest state, and the young H, M. Turner 
who, thirty-five years ago, had the wisdom 
and foresight to advise his race to pursue 
the ways of peace and good will, when 
all seemed to be in their hands, now that 
he has reached the years of nearly three- 
score and ten, can be relied upon as a 
safe guide, a wise councilor and a true 
and faithful Jeader of hig race. 

I could wish, Mr. Editor, that more of 
the aged and honorable citizens of the state 
of Georgia would rise up and, in a series of 
letters of the character of this one of “Bill 
Arp’s,” show the young generates of the 
white race how they might perpetuate the 
spirit and good will which once existed be- 
tween the races. 

The sound common sense of “Bill Arp’’ 
and the sound common gense of Bishop 
Turner and the ripe age and experience of 
both renders them eminently fitted to act 
as the councilors and leaders of their peo- 
ple, all younger aspirants to the contrary, 
notwithstanding.

The New York World prints a strong iet- 
ter from Governor Candler, in which the 
latter gives his views upon trusts. Says 
the governor: 

“The general feeling among the people of 
this state as to the growth and rapid de- 
velopment of trusts and combines in trade 
is one of mes apprehension and alarm. 
Such combinations can only result in in- 
créasing the prices to consumers of ali the 
articles affected by them. 

‘Indeed, the object of such combines is 
of course to put money in the pockets of 
those who enter into the combines, agd to 
do this it must take it out of the pockets 
of the consumer. All profits, like all taxes, 
must in the end be paid by the consumer. 
Hence consumers look with great disfavor 
upon al) these combinations, which are 
calculated and intended to rob them. 

“While this feeling is well nigh universal 
among the masses of every shade of politi- 
cal opinion, there is a deep apprehension 
among those who take more than a super- 
ficial view of the question that in the end 
many persons, especially those of small 
means, who put money into these combina- 
tions will be robbed—that the big fish will 
eat up the little ones.”’ 


Lower Interest Rates.

Session of County Board To Biscuss Addition 


SESOLUTIONS ARE PASSED

Mrs Adair Says County Has a Contract 
~ With-Grant Wilkins. 


WALKER §=AND ROSSER DISAGREE 


The Early Utilization of the $100,, 


000 Building Fund Is Now As- 
sured and the Work Will 
Commence in a Few 
Months. 


The public buildirgs committee of the 
county board at a meeting held yesierday 
morning decided to recommend to the board 
that it call upon the architects of Atlanta 
and suburbs for plans and specifications for 
the annex which is to be placed near the 
present courthouse. 

The committee was in session for two 
hours and discussed the best method to bo 
adopted so as to get the board to act and 
have the work which will culminate in the 
use of the $100,000 and in the construction of 
additional courtroom space to save rent and 
economize in the hire of jurymen, 

A resolution was offered by Commissioner 
Rosser that the board ask the architcts of 
the city to prepare plans for the annex. The 
resolution is as follows: 

Resolved, That the architects of At- 
lanta and suburbs be requested to sub- 
mit to the board of county commission- 
ers, at a time to be named by the board, 
plans showing how the present court- 
‘thouse can be remodeled and added to, so 
as to give five separate courtrooms and 
all necessary nooms incident thereto, as 
well as additional rooms for court of- 


2. An independent annex, providing for 
three additional courtroomg and all nec- 
essary rooms incident thereto. 

8. The plans in both cases to cover the 
entire cost of the work, including all 
gteam heating, plumbing, light fixtures 

_and elevators, if plans cali for elevators, 
and everything connected with the build- 
‘ing, except the furniture to be used. 
4. The work including the plans to be 
eubmitted as above not to cost more 
than $100,000. 
-& Should the board select any one of 
the plants submitted, it will contract 
ea furnishing sane, to 
tailed spedification for’ work 
at mot exceeding 5\ per cent upon the 
whole cost of the work, inclugjing super- 
intendence by the*architect same, 

6. We recommend a special meeting of 
the board to be called at a very early 
date to take action on this matter. 

7. The walls of the building contem- 
plated in the foregoing resolution shall 
be of stone and brick, and when buiit 
shall not extend nearer the south line of 
the county property than twenty féet 
nor nearer the east line than twenty 
feet. 

Special Meeting Expected. 

The sixth clause of this resolution rec- 
ommends that a special and early meeting 
of the board be called and it is probable 
that Chairman Palmer will very soon call 
the members together and take up the 
matter so that the architects can prepare 
their plans and have them before a meeting 
of the board as soon as possible. 

The day for the regular session of the 
board of commissioners for April is the 5th. 
Much business comes up at these regular 
geesions and it is probable the board will 
be called together this week. 

Discussion of the Committee. 

After the committee had met, Commis- 
sioner Walker made a few remarks in 
which he stated that he was heartily in fa- 
vor of building the annex and thought the 
money should be utilized at once, as valu- 
able time and money was being lost in the 
delay. 

His remarks were in accord with those of 
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Chairman Adair and Commissioner Rosser, 
the other members of the committee. He 
gaid he did not know what would be the 
best plan for the building, but wanted the 
work to begin as goon as the arrangements 
for it could be made. 

Judge Rosser said he had studied the mat- 
ter some. He wanted to know the number 
of courtrooms that would be wanted. He 
then offered the foregoing resolutions. 

There was considerable discussion as to 
which plan would be the best. Several were 
suggested. An annex on the south side is 
considered one of the best plans. The got 
here is a yery large one and a large bwflld- 
ing cari be erected, leaving room enough on 
all sides to give light into the offices and 

Thsi was the plan adopted by Grant Wil- 
kins in his specifications upon which bids 
were received by the board in December. 
In the resolution it was provided that the 
lot should not be entirely covered, but 
enough space be left to allow a free cir- 
culation of air and for light. 

Judge Rosser thought that the present 
building might be remodeled so that enough 
room could be provided. His idea was to 
place another story on the present struc- 
ture. 

In asking for the plans there was consid- 
erable discussion asa to what instructions 
should be given the architects. Judge Ros- 
ser thought they ought to exercise their 
own judgment and draw the plans so that 
the additional building would provide five 
courtrooms with the two courtrooms now 
in the old building, and #hould give extra 
room for county offices and not to cost 
more than $100,000. 

It was finally placed in the resolutions 
that a margin of ground should be left 
around the lot. 

The architect is supposed to use his own 
ideas in making the plans, and the most 
suitable will be adopted by the board. 

Mr. Adair Makes a Point. 

While the discussion over the competitive 
plan question was going on, Chairman 
Adair examined the minute book for the 
contract which the county is said to now 
have with Grant Wilkins, Mr. Adair op- 
posed the resolutions providing for the 
competitive plans on the ground that the 
county did have a contract which is yet in 
force with Mr. Wilkins, who is required to 
make acceptable plans for the courthouse 
addition. 

Commissioners Rosser and Walker dis 
greed with him. They held that the con- 
tract which was formerly made ended when 
the bids were opened on the plans prepared 
by Mr. Wilkins and he failed to make them 
come within the limit of $100,000. 

Judge Rosser said he did not think it was 
Intended that Mr,. Wilkins shouid..remain 
in the employ of the county until some 
plan was arranged by which the addition 
could be built within $100,000, but as soon as 
he failed to do it once, his contract was 
ended. : 

Wihen the vote was taken on the resolu- 
tions Mr. Adair’s vote was recorded against 
it.

CONVENTION MAY 
BE BROUGHT HERE 
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Southern Baptists May Be Invited to 
Atlanta, 


BAPTIST MINISTERS ACTED 


Sney Yesterday Appointei a Commit- 
tee To Discuss the Question. 


MINISTERS HAVE ADOPTED RESOLUTIONS 


They Deplore the Palmetto Affair and 
Adopted Resolutions Expressing 
Their Sentiments, 


The. next meeting of the Southern Bap- 
tist-convention may be held in Atlanta. Ac- 
tive steps have been taken ty the Bap- 
tist ministers to secure the convention for 
this city, and it is believed thar its mem- 
bers will accept the invitation to hold the 
session of 1900 here, . 

A committee was appointed yesterday 
morning at the meeting off the Baptist 
pastors of Atlanta, in regular session in the 
First Baptist church, and this committee 
will begin work at once, probably rendering 
& report at the next meeting of the min- 
isters. It consists of Dr. A. A. Marshal}, 
Dr. S. Y. Jameson and Dr. Tf. L. Motley. 

The Southern Baptist convention usually 
consists of about 800 members on the floor, 
509 of these Leing pastors and the remainder 
laymen, while it is no unusual thing for 
1,500 or 2,000 visitors to be attracted to the 
city in which the convention is held. 

The committee appointed yesterday will 
consider the advisability of extending the 
invitation to the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion—not that the ministers do not want 
the convention to come here, for they were 
all enthusiastic over the question yesterday, 
but they desire to entertain the delegates 
lavishly, and they desire to ascertain be- 
fore extending the invitation, whether or 
not it is possible to render the visitors the 
entertainment due them. 

The ministers yesterday morning extend- 
ed to Rev. Orme Flynn, the Presbyterian 
pastor, the friendly greeting of their asso- 
clation, and Mr. Flynn announced that the 
Presbyterian pastors contemplated organiz- 
ing an association among themselves sim- 
ilar to the ones now in existence among 
the Baptist and Methodist pastors. 

The committee, consisting of Dr. A. A. 
Marshall, chairman; Dr. W. W. Landrum 
and Dr. Henry McDonald, recently ap- 
pointed to draft resolutions expressing the 
feeling of the Baptist ministers upon the 
recent killing of negro prisoners at Pai- 
metto, submitted the following report, 
which was unanimously adopted: 

‘Whereas, only a short time since there 
occurred in the town of Palmetto, in the 
state of Georgia, a most inexcusable and 
outrageous manifestation of mob violence 
in that a company of negro prisoners, who 
had been arrested on the charge of arson 
and who were in the hands of the officers 
of the law, were cruelly and barbarously 
assaulted and shot to death by a lawless 
mob, and, 

“Whereas, such procedure is altogether 
contrary to the law of God, and the laws 
of the state of Georgia, and tends to lessen 
respect for law ard order, and, whereas, 
such scenes do bring shame and reproach 
upon the good name of our state, thus 
preventing the investment of foreign capital 
and the influx of citizens from other states 
and sections, so necessary to our commer- 
cial and industrial prosperity, and, 

“Whereas, all. manifestatians of mob vi- 


olence are hurtful to the cause of Chris- 


tlanity and tends to general lawlessness 
and anarchy, , 

“Therefore, be it resolved, That we, the 
Baptist pastors of the city of Atlanta and 
the towns and villages adjacent thereto, 
hereby express our unqualified disapproval 
of such scenes as the Palmetto 'ynching, 
and pledge our moral support to aid in 
bringing the offenders to justice: we also 
urge all diligence upon the part of the exec- 
utive and judicial officers of the state to use 
all possible and lawful means in recuring 
the punishment of all parties who partic- 
ipate in or aid in mob violence or lynchings. 
This we urge in the interest of humanity. 
in behalf of the good name of Georgia, and 
in tha interest of our civilization and Chris- 
tianity. 

‘We further believe that the cause of law 
and order would be greatly strengthened if 
in our criminal courts some sneedier pro- 
cess of.trial could be secured, whereby crim- 
inal prosecutions would not prolong them- 
themselves through years, and thus indi- 
rectly foster a lack of confidence in courts 
as a means of nunishing crime. We would 
therefore ca]l the attention of our legislat- 
ors to what seems a needed reform in the 
matter of criminal trials, and also urge 
such additional legislation as will secure 
a change of venue in the trial of parties In- 
dicted in cases of riot and mobs when in 
the judgment of the presiding judge or 
governor of the state it may he thought 
necessary in the interest of law and or- 
der.”’

In 1844, when a mere child, he came to

At the outbreak 
of the war he was a member of the Gate 
City Guard and was one of the first to rally 
to the call to arms and go forth in the 
defense of his country. He served during 
the entire four years of the war and dis- 
tinguished himself on many occasions for 
gallantry on the field of battle. 

At the close of hostilities he returned to 
Atianta, and up to within a year of his 
aeath he was conspicuously identified with 
the affairs of this city. In 1883 he was 
 @lected city marshal to succeed W. R.

"one of the best city officials Atlanta has 


ever had. 

He is survived by a brother, John W. 
Loyd, and two sisters, Mrs. Judge William 
M. Wilson and Mrs. Ella Hanes.

[CHARGE OF MORDER 


MADE AT DEATHBED 


S0l Vinson, Aged od Seventy, Gaye His Old 
Wife a Fatal Blow. 


ARRESTED WHILE SHE DIED 


He Protested His Innocence, but Evi- 
dence Against Him Was Strong. 


| STRUCK HER ON ‘THE HEAD WITH A BRICK 


All of His Relatives and the Physi- 
cian Say the Blow Was Cause 
of Her Death. 


Trro policemen walked into a small negro 
house last night about 11 o’clock and car- 
ried away as a prisoner an old man aged 
seventy years as he was leaning over the 
bed of his dying wife. The old man was 
arrested on the charge of murder, or on 
a charge that would soon be murder, and 
the victim of the murder!was the wife 
whom he seemed to be so tenderly nurs- 
ine. 

Yesterday evening Patrolmen Garner and 
Goodwin were told that Sarah Anne Vin- 
son was dying in a house on Martin street 
near the city limits and that her husband 
had struck the blow which was causing 
death. They made an investigation and 
were told by all the relatives of the old 
man and woman that he had struck her 
a blow on the top of her head about six 
weeks ago and that she was dying frcm 
a fracture of the skull. 

Vinson was told that he must go to 
prison and he expressed great sorrow af 
being compelled to leave the bedside of 
his dying wife. He even wept as he ée- 
clared that he was innocent of ever havirg 
roughly treated his wife. As he was taken 
away he leaned over the bed and kissed 
the old woman, but her eyes were already 
glazed in death and the caress was useless 
so far as she was concerned. 

At the police barracks Vinson again de- 
eclared his innocence, admitting, however, 
that he had slapped his wife several times. 

Dr. Mel Martin, who is in attendance on 
the old woman, told the officers that the 
woman was dying from the effects of a 
blow on the top of the head. 

It is said that about six weeks ago 
Vinson, as was usual with him when he 
was drinking or angry, gave his old wife 
a beating and then picked up a brick with 
which he struck her a terrible blow on 
the top of fhe head. 

Since that time the woman has been 
growing worse and lately she was in bed. 
For the past two weeks she has been sink- 
ing and yesterday it was plain that the end 
was near. 

Vinson is seventy years of age and his 
wife about fifty-five. He has only one arm, 
the left having been amputated. He works 
for Cottingham’s meat market on Capitol 
avenue, so he says. 

. The old woman will doubtless be dead 
this morning and the old man will have 
to face a trial for the reurder of his wife.

Two Negroes Waylay Another and a 
Murderous Blow Is Struck with 
a Stick.

After the late very severe 
spell of cold weather the farmer found 
two of his“Tfambs apparently frozen and 
lying utterly nelpless on Gie ice-covered 
ground, The case was apparently hope- 
less, but the warm-hearted countryman 
carried the lambs to his house, and his 
care and attention not only saved their 
lives but made’ them the prettiest and 
strongest members of hig flack. 

“Now,’’ said the speaker, “look at these 
two little ones. When they came here 
they were so feewle on account of cruel 
neglect and exposure that death seemed to 
be a question of only a few days or Weeks, 
But look at them now. See their bright 
eyes and rosy faces. These two lambs 
have been saved by the tender care be- 
stowed upon them here; and they are to- 
day two of the happiest and most promis- 
ing members of our little flock.”’

He made the child representative 
of His kingdom, and gave to the guileless 
children of Jerusalem that service of wel- 
come to Himself as king, either refused 
by or denied to the mature, He is identi- 
fled with every infant. It is in His heart, 
and He is in its nature. It is a part of 
His kingdom, and an heir of that rich 
inheritance provided for in redemption, 
alienable only by the after sale of its 
birthright.

Steadiness in the foreign markets with 
nearly two million wheat shipped from Ar- 
gentine was the feature in the wheat mar- 
ket.

These buildings are all in excellent condi- 
tion and will require little in the way of 
repairs. Then, too, they ‘are 2ll situated 
on. one side of the grounds and are easy of 
access. The present plan is to use the audi- 
torium building for the agricultural display 
and the forrestry building for the stock 
exhibit. 

In two or three days the committee cn 
grounds and buildings will make irs final 
report. 

It has been definitely decided to accede to 
the request of the committee on poultry 
and pet stock, and offer $1,500 in premiums. 


fair a number of handsome special pre- 
miums will be given by private parties. 
Messrs. R. O. Campbell and J. E. Carlton, 
both well-known local fanciers of chickens, 
have actively interested themselves in the 
department and have been instrumental in 
securing some twenty-five handsome silver 


as special premiums.

ing the fair. 

Big Display of Stock. 

The display of stock is also expected to 
be very large. The special premiums in 
this department that have thus far been 
announced are very handsome and have 
attracted the attention of farmérs thrcugh- 
out the entire stare. The display of fat 
stock will be one of the most interesting 
features of the fair. : 

Captain John Miller, chairman of the 
committee on stock, has been actively at 
work on the question of racing. Although 
the fair committee has not yet set aside 
any definite amount to be expended in 
purses, it;can be positively stated that 
races—and first-class races at that—will be 
one of the features of the fair. The hotels, 
the local liverymen and the business men 
of the city generally are being interested in 
the subject and they are expected io come 
up handsomely in the matter of purses. 
In. a general way the plan of the races has 
been mapped out, but none of the details 
entered into. According to the plan now 
under consideration both running and trot- 
ting races will be given, In the later class 
gentlemen’s road races will be one of the 
features. 

It has been practically decided to give the 
educational section an entire building for 
its display. All of the prominent eéucation- 
al institutions in the state will make hand- 
some exhibits. The Georgia School cf Tech- 
nology has made formal application for a 
large amount of space, and its exhibit 
will be very interesting. It will censist 
of drawings, models ana Patterns, besides 
a large display of textile designs ard works.

Prison Board Makes Ready for Transfer 
of Convicts April ist. | 
CENSUS OF CONVICTS TAKEN 


Ccmmissioners Selecting Those Prison- 
ers Tc Be Sent to Prison Farm. — 


SEVERAL OFFICIALS ARE TO BE CHOSEN 


Before the Last of the Week Officers 
Will Be Appointed To Take Place 
of Those Now in Charge. 


The members of the state prison commis- 
sion, all of whom returned to the city 
after an inspection of the convict camps 
last week, are hard at work completing 
the details for the transfer of convicts 
from the hands of the lessees to the au- 
thority of the state. ‘ 

A complete census of all the convicts in 


the state has been taken and the board . 


was busy yesterday for a great part of 
the time in selecting those prisoners who 
should be forwarded to the prison farm 
at Milledgeville. Upon the expiration of 
the twenty ydars’ lease under which the 
convict system of Georgia has been con- 
ducted, the duty of, providing for the in- 
mates of more than twenty penitentiary 
camps will devolve upon the prison com- 
missioners, and in order to prevent mis- 
management in the exchange it will be 
necessary for the board to appoint of- 
fficials, both guards and physicians, to 
take immediate charge of the convicts. 

The lessees of the convicts, it is tindcer- 
stood, have requested that no appointments 
be made to the positions made necessary 
by the exchange until after the old lease 
has expired for the reason that the an- 
nouncement of the appointees might case 
discontent among the guards over the 
present camps. 

Chairman Turner, of the prison commis- 
sion, stated*yesterday that the board had 
about finished the work of selecting thuse 
convicts who are to be sent to the prison 
farm. The number as stated by the chair- 
man of the board will not exceed 200 and 
will be confined strictly to women and 
children and the infirm among the male 
convicts. 

The humane policy to provide a farm 
for such persons as are physically incapaci- 
tated to do the work required in a convict 
camp has met with much approval outside 
the limits of the state. The work required 
on the farm of nearly 300 acres will be of 
such a character that the women and chil- 
dren will be able to accomplish it without 
hired labor. 


Interest in Appointments. 

Great interest is being manifested in..the 
appointments which will be necessary upon 
the expiration of the old lease Saturday 
morning. 

A large number of prison physicians, an 
office at the camp hitherto in the pay of 
the private lessees, must be appointed by 
the prison board, and it is understood that 
a number of applicants have offered for 
each place. In addition to the physicians, 
the guards for the convicts who, under the 
old lease, were furnished by the lessees, 
will be appointed by the state and for 
these positions, which are numerous, there 
are a large number of candidates. 

Some of the appointments will probably 
be made today, while others will be made 
whenever they are needed. 

The only officer so far elected by the 
board is the overseer of the prison farm, 
Captain Foster, who has been in charge 
of the Milledgeville site for the past month 
preparing it for the reception of convicts.

LIBRARIANS WILL MEET HERE 


Association Will Convene in Atianta 
May 8th-13th. 


LARGE DELEGATIONS TO ‘COME 


Some of the Most Prominent Library 
People in the Country Will -~*— 
Be Present. 


The twenty-first annual meeting of the 
American Library Association, which will 
be held in Atlanta May 8-l13th, promises to 
be a most Interesting gathering. The per- 
sonnel] of the association is somewhat re- 
markable, comprising perhaps more col- 
lege-bred men and women than any body 
of its size in America. 

The local committee, under the guidance 
of T. H. Martin, is doing,a great amount 
of preliminary work in advertising the 
meeting among the southern librarians, 
who have hitherto been unable to attend 
these national gatherings owing to the 
expense attached. 

Many prominent librarians, men of in- 
ternational reputation, will be present. 
Among others may be mentioned William 
C, Lane, president of theAmerican Library 
Association and librarian of Harvard uni- 
vérsity, and Herbert Putnam, of the Boston 
public library, who has lately received the 
presidential appointment to the congres- 
sional library at Washington. 

Melvil Dewey, the head of library work 
in New York state, will be another re- 
markable figure in the convention. Mr. 
Dewey is perhaps the best posted man on 
library economics in the world and has ad- 
dressed more audiences on library legisla- 
tion than any one man living. He is a 
forceful speaker and his enthusiasm and 
determination have overcome many library 
problems. He is the author of the Dewey 
system of classification. 

Henry J. Carr, the efficient secretary of 
the National Association, and his wife, who 
fs one of the most popular women in the 
library profession, will also be in attend- 
ance. ' 

The local committee is doing everything 
in its power to make the Atlanta visit a 
memorable one. The éntertainments will 
be mostly out-of-door affairs, as the long 
and continuous sessions of the meetings 
will keep the association very closely con- 
fined. 

The Kimball house will be headquarters 
of the association and the meetings wil] be 
held in the ballroom. On the night of May 
§th a grand rally will be held at the opera 
house and a stereopticon display of the 
library architecture of America will be 
given. The) most gifted librarians of the 
country will give short talks on vital li- 
orary issues.

THE WEATHER. 


Washington, March 27.—Weather condi- 
tions and general forecast: 

The western storm has again developed 
to the northwestward and extends in @ - 
trough from the Texas coast to western 
Pennsylvania. As a cesult rains ang snows 
have fallen in the Ohio valley, fennessee, 
Virginia and North Carolina. There were 
also rains and snows in the west gulf | 
States, lower Missouri valley and middie 
slope. The temperatures have fallen 10 to 
2% degrees in the southwest and also in 
the south Atlantic states; elsewhere, the 
changes were unimportant, except tn the 
upper Ohio valley, where they have gcisen 
14 to 18 degrees. In the Pacific coast and 
plateau region fair weather was the rule. 
Rain or snow is indicated in the middle 
and southern Mississippi valley eastward. 
to the Atlantic coast, followed by clearing 
weather in the former distriéts and in the 
east gulf states. It will be decidedly colder 
in the gulf states, except Arkansas, and 
will be somewhat warmer in the middle 
and northern slopes, Brisk east Winds will 
prevail on the Atlantic coast.
